Peres  makes  appeal 
to  Shas  council

Prime  Minisrer  Shimon  Peres, 
accompanied  by  cabinet  secretary 
Yossi  Beflin.  called  on  the  Shas 
guiding  Rabbinical  Council  at  Jeru¬ 
salem's  Hazon  Ovadia  Yeshiva  at  11 
o’clock  last  night  in  an  effort  to 
prevent  Shas  from  resigning  from 
the  coalition. 

Vice-Premier  Yitzhak  Shamir  cal¬ 
led  Peres  from  Venezuela  over  the 
weekend  on  Shas'  behalf. 

Peres,  it  was  learned,  did  not 
intend  to  discuss  the  details  of  the 
negotiations  over  the  division  of  the 
Interior  and  Religious  Affairs  Minis¬ 
tries  with  the  council,  but  to  make  a 
general  statement  concerning  the 
importance  of  the  national  unity 
government. 

Peres  also  intended  to  promise 
that  Shas'  status  would  not  be 
eroded,  nor  would  the  interests  of 
the  ultra -Orthodox  Sephardi  com¬ 
munities. 

The  meeting  was  set  for  such  a  late 
hoar  because  council  head,  Rabbi 
Ovadia  Yosef,  gives  a  Talmud  lesson 
after  the  Sabbath  at  the  Yeshiva  and 
could  only  see  Peres  afrerwards. 

Shas  sources  said  that  if  Peres  had 
nothing  new  to  offer  them,  there  was 
no  point  in  his  meeting  with  the 
council,  which  had  ruled  that  Shas 
must  withdraw  from  the  coalition. 

Negotiations  with  Shas  over  the 
Interior  Ministry  broke  down  last 
week  following  Shas'  demand  to 
have  a  deputy-housing  minister 
appointed  from  its  ranks  -  as  prom¬ 
ised  by  the  Likud  -  as  a  condition  to 


agreeing  to  changes  made  in  the 
Interior  Ministry. 

Since  Shamir  is  abroad,  the  matter 
could  not  be  approved  immediately 
and  Shas  leader  Rabbi  Yitzhak 
Peretz  announced  his  resignation. 
His  letter  of  resignation,  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  the  cabinet  today,  will  take 
effect  48  hours  later. 

After  Peretz  announced  his  res¬ 
ignation.  he  said  that  Shas  would 
only  be  persuaded  to  stay  in  the 
government  if  it  received  either  the 
Interior  or  Religious  Affairs  Minis¬ 
try  in  its  entirety,  with  no  changes 
made. 

At  around  midnight,  after  the 
hour-long  meeting,  Peres 
emerged  saying  he  expected  an 
answer  from  Shas  during  the 
night. 

Minister  without  Portfolio  Yit¬ 
zhak  Peretz  said  there  is  goodwill 
on  both  sides  and  that  therefore 
he  was  optimistic. 

Only  two  of  the  four  members 
of  the  Rabbinical  Council  were 
present  -  rabbis  Ovadia  Yosef 
and  Shlomo  Cohen. 

Shamir  called  Peres  and  stressed 
the  importance  of  keeping  the  coali¬ 
tion  agreement  with  Shas.  Shamir 
pressed  Peres  to  give  Shas  a  “whole" 
ministry,  without  any  changes. 

At  the  demand  of  the  National 
Religious  Party  all  the  religious  func¬ 
tions  of  the  Interior  Ministry  were 
transferred  to  the  Religious  Affairs

METULLA.  -  South  Lebanon's 
Moslems  and  Christians  joined 
forces  yesterday  in  a  general  strike  to 
protest  against  an  Israeli  security 
operation  in  which  a  number  of 
people  were  killed,  injured  or  de¬ 
tained,  Lebanese  security  sources 
said. 

Lebanon's  ambassador  to  the  UN 
protested  to  the  L*N  secretary- 
general  against  the  operation,  saying 
four  people  had  died  and  tens  had 
been  wounded  in  raids  Thursday  on 
nine  South  Lebanese  villages. 

Shops,  schools  and  businesses 
were  shut  yesterday  with  the  strike 
reported  to  be  total  in  Shi’ite  vil¬ 
lages,  in  response  to  a  call  by  Nabih 
Bern,  leader  of  the  Shi'iie  Amal 
militia,  and  Lebanese  minister  of 
state  for  the  south. 

IDF  and  South  Lebanese  Army 
units  were  stationed  outside  the 
striking  villages,  but  deliberately  did 
not  enter  in  order  to  avoid  provoking 
more  serious  disturbances.  In  the 
Shi'iie  villages  of  Marake.  Yanuah 
and  Dir  Zafta,  villagers  set  up  stone 
barricades  in  the  streets  and  burned 
tires. 

Meanwhile,  the  IDF  moved  to 
defuse  tension  with  the  local  Shi  ite 
population.  Tai-Aluf  Shlomo  Iliya. 
OC Lebanon  liaison  unit,  told  Shi'iie 
notables  the  IDF  would  permit  the 
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movement  of  people  and  goods  by 
sea  between  Tyre  and  Beirut. 

A  number  of  local  Shi’ite  leaders 
have  recently  applied  to  the  IDF  to 
make  the  movement  of  people  and 
goods  north  of  the  Awali  easier,  and 
the  IDF  wants  to  show  that  Shi'ites 
who  cooperate  with  the  authorities 
will  be  rewarded  by  easing  of  restric¬ 
tions. 

In  Jezzine.  the  main  Christian 
town  in  the  south,  a  requiem  mass 
was  held  for  some  of  those  killed. 
"He  who  seeks  Israel’s  help  is  asking 
the  wolf  to  protect  the  sheep”  Beirut 
Radio  quoted  Father  Mubarak 
Aoun  as  saying. 

The  service  was  seen  as  an  unpre¬ 
cedented  sign  of  Chris tian-MosIem 
solidarity;  Israel  has  hitherto  re¬ 
garded  southern  Christians  as  allies. 

Sources  in  the  south  said  three 
people  were  killed.  21  wounded  and 
135  seized  when  some  800  Israeli 
troops  and  security  men  entered  the 
villages. 

Israel  says  it  killed  two  people, 
wounded  seven  and  detained  30  sus¬ 
pected  terrorists. 

On  Friday,  there  were  three 
attacks  on  IDF  and  SLA  patrols  and 
positions  with  one  resulting  civilian 
casualty.  A  Border  Police  patrol 
south  of  the  Zaharani  River  came 
under  light  arms  fire,  and  the  fire 
was  returned.  A  local  villager  was 
wounded  and  taken  to  hospital.  Also 
an  SLA  roadblock  near  Jez2ine 
came  under  light  arms  fire,  but  there 
were  no  casualties,  and  an  RPG  was 
fired  at  an  SLA  position  in  Tyre,  but 
there  were  no  casualties.

South  Lebanese  protest 
Israeli  security  dragnet

TEL  AVTV.  -  The  1 1-day  municipal 
workers'  strike  ended  last  night  as 
sanitation  workers  began  collecting 
the  huge  piles  of  garbage  which  had 
accumulated. 

The  municipal  workers  are  to  re¬ 
sume  regular  work  today,  following 
an  agreement  by  commercial  banks 
to  lend  tbe  city  IS2  billion  to  pay  tbe 
workers  their  November  wages. 

The  banks  agreed  to  lend  the 
money  after  the  municipality  in¬ 
formed  them  that  it  was  entering  into 
negotiations  with  the  government 
over  the  government's  demands  for 
budget  and  staff  cuts. 

Egged  yesterday  cleared  the  cen¬ 
tral  bus  station  area  of  the  vast 
quantities  of  garbage  accumulated 
during  the  strike  at  a  cost  of 
IS700,000.  Tbe  bus  cooperative 
hired  10  trucks  to  move  the  six  tons 
of garbage. 

High  school  teachers  employed  by 
the  municipality  are  to  return  to 
their  classrooms  today,  having  been 
promised  like  other  city  employees 
that  their  November  salaries  will  be 
in  the  banks  this  morning. 

It  is  not  clear  whether  the  city  will 
agree  to  all  the  demands,  which 
include  severe  budgetary  and  per¬ 
sonnel  cuts,  a  freeze  on  all  develop¬ 
ment  projects  and  guarantees  to  re¬ 
pay  government  loans. 


Senior  Interior  Ministry  sources 
expressed  satisfaction  that  the  strike 
was  over  because  it  will  enable  nego¬ 
tiations  with  the  city  to  take  place 
without  pressure. 

A  joint  committee  of  the  Interior 
and  Finance  Ministries  is  awaiting 
tbe  city's  response  to  the  demands. 

Senior  ministry  sources  refused  to 
divulge  precise  details  of  the  de¬ 
mands  made  on  Tel  Aviv,  but  noted 
that  when  an  agreement  is  reached 
with  the  city,  it  will  be  one  the  city 
will  not  be  able  to  violate.  In  this 
way,  government  loans  to  the  city 
will  be  guaranteed. 

But  Lahat’s  signature  on  the 
financial  arrangement  demanded  by 
the  Interior  and  Finance  Ministries  is 
insufficient  for  its  implementation. 
All  the  members  of  the  municipal 
council  will  have  to  sign  it  before  the 
government  accepts  it.

Kremlin  No.  2  in  Britain 

Gorbachev:  Soviets  ready 
to  curb  any  type  of  arms 


LONDON  (AP).  -  Mikhail  Gor¬ 
bachev,  widely  believed  to  be  second 
man  in  the  Soviet  hierarchy,  arrived 
‘in  London  yesterday  declaring  readi¬ 
ness  to  “eventually  ban”  all  types  of 
armaments  and  never  to  "start  any 
new  ronnd  in  the  arms  race.” 
Gorbachev,  here  for  a  week,  will 

have  luncheon  talks  with  Prime 
Minister  Margaret  Thatcher  today. 
He  said  he  hoped  his  visit  would 
contribute  “to  the  betterment  of  the 

international  situation.” 

British  officials  have  said  they 
hope  to  glean  during  Gorbachev’s 
trip  some  idea  of  the  Soviet  position 
in  advance  of  the  January  7-8  Gene¬ 
va  talks  between  U.S.  Secretary  of 


State  George  Shultz  and  Soviet 
Foreign  Minister  Andrei  Gromyko. 
The  talks  may  set  up  a  new  phase  in 
nuclear  arms  talks  following  the 
Soviet  walkout  from  missile  talks 
late  last  year. 

Gorbachev,  urbane  and  smiling, 
spoke  briefly  to  about  100  newsmen 
at  Heathrow  Airport,  closely 
guarded  by  police.

Index  rose  19.5  per  cent  in  November 

Dec.  inflation  likely  to 
fall  below  10% — Moda’i

Finance  Minister  Yitzhak 
Moda’i  expects  inflation  to  fall  to 
single  figures  for  the  month  of 
December  for  the  first  time  since 
September  I9S3. 

This  prediction  follows  Friday's 
Central  Bureau  of  Statistics 
announcement  of  a  t9.5  per  cent 
inflation  rate  for  November.  While 
this  was  higher  than  the  15  to  IS  per 
cent  forecast  by  the  Treasury,  the 
Treasury  took  comfort  from  the  fact 
that  prices  at  the  end  of  the  month 
were  only  2.5  to  3  per  cent  higher 
than  the  month's  average.  Half  of 
November's  inflation  was.  in  fact, 
caused  by  price  increases  in  October 
before  the  current  price  freeze  took 
effect. 

The  19.5  per  cent  figure  means 
wage  earners  will  receive  a  J0.4  per 
cent  cost  of  living  compensation  pay¬ 
ment  with  their  December  salaries. 
This  payment,  together  with  the  un¬ 
usually  low  figure  for  price  rises  at 
the  end  of  the  month,  has  left  the 
CBS  with  a  4  per  cent  inflation  rate 


to  cam1  over  from  November  ro 

December. 

In  the  past  year,  this  "spillover** 

figure  has  invariably  been  in  the 

order  of  10  per  cent  and  has  been  one 
factor  preventing  a  reduction  in  the 
inflation  rate. 

It  is  November's  small  spillover 
figure  that  has  raised  Treasury  ex¬ 
pectations  of  single  figure  inflation 
for  December. 

Should  prices  rise  by  less  then  in 
per  cent,  workers  will  not  receive 
any  cost  of  living  compensation  with 
January  salaries,  since  such  com¬ 
pensation  is  paid  only  when  inflation 
tops  12  percent. 

The  Treasury  is  apparently  plan¬ 
ning  to  take  advantage  of  this  situa¬ 
tion  by  raising  the  prices  of  basic 
commodities  at  the  end  of  Decem¬ 
ber.  since  workers  only  receive  com¬ 
pensation  for  such  increases  with 
February’s  wages,  payable  early  in 
March. 

Last  month's  inflation  brought  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  to  10.367.4 
on  a  1980-100  baseline.  Retail 
prices,  meanwhile,  have  increased 
by  425.3  percent  since  January. 


The  low  inflation  rate  for  the  end 
of  the  month  shows  that  the  package

U.S.  unlikely  to  meet  aid  request

WASHINGTON.  -  White  House 
Chief  of  Staff  James  Baker  has 
sought  to  dispel  notions  of  any  major 
economic  and  military  aid  increases 
for  Israel  in  next  year:s  budget. 

At  a  news  conference  Friday  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  government's  Foreign 
Press  Centre.  Baker  said  there  may 
be  some  consideration  being  given  in 
the  State  Department  to  an  increase 
in  aid  to  Israel,  but  he  pointedly- 
added:  “I  don't  think  it  is  in  the 
White  House."  * 

Baker  said  President  Reagan  was 
searching  for  ways  to  reduce  the 
“severe”  deficit  in  the  coming  prop¬ 
osed  budget,  which  is  scheduled  to 
be  submitted  to  Congress  in  Janu- 
ary. 

The  chief  of  staff  referred  to  pend¬ 
ing  proposals  to  freeze  spending 
across  the  board,  including  foreign 
aid. 


U.S.  and  Israeli  officials  later  said 
Baker's  comments  underscored  the 
prevailing  attitude  in  the  White 
House  to  include  "at  best”  only  a 
modest  aid  increase  fur  Israel  -  cer¬ 
tainly  nothing  us  significant  as  Israel 
is  seeking. 

There  is  said  to  be  more  inclina¬ 
tion  to  raise  aid  to  Israel  at  the  State 
Department  than  the  White  House. 

Later,  while  walking  out  of  the 
press  centre.  Baker  was  again  asked 
about  aid  increases  for  Israel.  He 
repeated  that  he  was  unaware  of  any 
such  plans,  although  he  refused  to 
rule  them  out.

Economics  Minister  Gad  Ya’aco¬ 
bi  has  said  it  is  too  early  to  tell

The  minister  pointed  out  that  the 
November  increase  in  the  cost  of 
living  index  included  the  effects  of 
price  rises  before  the  package  deal, 
including  large  price  increases  early 
in  November.  The  real  test,  he  said, 
will  be  whether  the  second  package 
deal  will  bring  inflation  down  to  a 
"tolerable”  level  of  3  or  4  per  cent  a 
month. 

.  The  second  stage  of  the  accord  will 
not  be  the  same  as  the  first,  he  said, 
because  it  must  solve  the  problem  of 
subsidies,  which  are  now  bringing  a 
stream  of  money  into  the  economy 
and  potentially  fuelling  inflation. 
The  second  stage  must  also  take  into 
account  devaluation  since  the  deal 
began,  he  said. 

Informal  discussions  are  being 
held  within  the  government,  be  said. 


and  he  hopes  informal  talks  with  the 
other  partners  to  the  package  deal 
(the  Histadrut  and  the  employers) 
will  begin  in  a  few  days, '  to  be 
followed  by  formal  talks.  The  second 
package  deal  should  be  finalized  by 
the  beginning  of  January,  he  said. 

"At  least  until  the  summer,  our 
economy  will  be  controlled  in  some 
way  and  will  not  be  totally  free.

Senior  Druse  army  officer 
assassinated  in  West  Beirut 


BEIRUT  (AP).  -  Gunmen  assassin¬ 
ated  a  senior  Druse  Lebanese  Army 
officer  in  Beirut  Friday  and  heavy 
artillery  battles  broke  out  anew  on 
the  northern  edge  of  Israel  s  occupa¬ 
tion  zone  in  South  Lebanon,  the 
police  reported. 

Long-range  guns  and  multiple 
rocket  launchers  were'  used  in  the 
three-hour  battle  between  Druse 
and  Christian  militiamen  in  the 
Kharroub  region. 

This  was  the  first  serious  violation 
of  a  cease-fire  that  halted  three  days 
of  fierce  fighting  in  the  province  last 
Wednesday.  The  police  said  10  civi¬ 
lians  were  killed  and  40  wounded  in 
that  round,  but  no  casualty  reports 
were  issued  on  the  fresh  hostilities 
that  tapered  off  at  midmoming.

A  simple  metal  plaque  on  the 
grave  gave  the  dead  man’s  name  and 
put  the  date  of  death  as  December 
13. 

According  to  Russian  tradition, 
coffins  are  usually  carried  open  to 
the  graveside.  Shcbolokov's  was 
closed,  lending  weight  toramours  he 
had  taken  his  own  life,  possibly  by 
shooting  himself  in  the  head. 

Shcholokov  was  officially  stripped 
of  his  rank  of  general  last  month.  He 
was  sacked  by  Brezhnev's  successor 
Yuri  Andropov  a  month  after  Brezh¬ 
nev’s  death  in  November  1982.

Reserves  ‘slightly  less 
willing’  to  go  on  duty 


Post  Defence  Reporter 
TEL  AVTV.  -  Deputy  Chief  of 
General  Staff  Aluf  (Major-General) 
David  Ivri  says  there  has  only  been  a 
slight  reduction  in  the  willingness  of 
citizens  to  report  for  reserve  duty 
because  of  the  Lebanon  situation.  ' 

In  an  interview  published  in  the 
English  language  IDF  Journal.  Ivri 
said:  "This  is  a  natural  and  under¬ 
standable  phenomenon  and  is  not 
necessarily  related  to  the  political/ 
military  situation  regarding  Leba¬ 
non  per  se  but  rather  to  work  over¬ 
load.  the  accumulation  of  extensive 
periods  of  reserve  service  over  a 
given  time.  I  admit  it  is  difficult  for 
people  to  carry  such  a  burden  for  a 
■long  period  of  "time”  he  added. 

There  has  been  a  “slight  increase" 
in  the  number  of  volunteers  for  elite 
ground,  sea  and  air  combat  units,  he 
said. 


Ivri  also  said  Israel  has  the  know¬ 
how  to  produce  “almost  all"  the 
combat  material  it  needs,  but 
budgetary  constraints  and  delivery 
time  requirements  occasionally 
oblige  it  to  compromise  and  buy 
abroad. 

Ivri  believed  the  Lavi  and  Phan¬ 
tom,  which  Israel  is  upgrading,  as 
well  as  the  F-15.  F-16  and  another 
plane  -  possibly  the  F-18  -  will  be  the 
IAF' s  main  jets  in  the  1990s. 

Israel  is  "devoting  much  effort”  to 
building  up  the  naval  forces,  he  said. 

Ivri  said  the  cuts  in  the  defence 
allocation  for  1984  "were  in  the 
region  of  13  per  cent.”  However, 
some  items  -  such  as  indemnities  to 
families  and  wounded  veterans  - 
could  not  be  touched,  so  the  outlay 
on  other  subjects  has  to  be  reduced 
by  as  much  as  40  per  cent,  he  said.

HAIFA.  -  Israel  will  have  to  revert 
to  preventive  action  and  to  initiated 
wars  as  a  result  of  cuts  in  defence 
spendings.

Greens  man  denies  being  ‘an  anti-Zionist’ 


BONN.  -  Ulrich  Tilgner,  the  man 
who  drafted  the  Green  Party’s  Mid¬ 
dle  East  strategy  document,  says  he 
hits  "nothing  against  a  Zionist  peace 
movement.” 

“When  I  point  out  that  the  Israeli 
peace  movement  is  overwhelmingly 
Zionist,  it  does  not  mean  that  I  am 
anti-Zionist.”  he  told  The  Jerusalem 
Post  in  a  weekend  interview  in  his 
Bundestag  office.  Tilgner's  docu¬ 
ment  caused  an  uproar  when  it  was 
leaked  to  the  press  last  week,  and 
brought  charges  from  Israeli  Ambas¬ 
sador  Yitzhak  Ben  Ari  that  the 
Greens  follow  a  “Jews  out”  policy. 

The  Greens’  Bundestag  faction 
dissociated  itself  from  Tilgner’s 
paper,  which  it  said  was  just  one  of  a 
number  of  preliminary  papers.  It  has 
been  turned  down  by  the  party  s 
Middle  East  delegation,  which  is  to 
begin  a  two-week  visit  to  the  region 
lodav. 

The  Greens  denied  published  re¬ 
ports  that  the  delegation  would  not 


like  to  meet  representatives  of  the 
Israeli  government. 

The  Middle  East  document  bears 
no  official  Green  Party  stamp,  and 
has  been  signed  by  Tilgner  only. 
Still,  Tilgner  is  adviser  to  the  Greens

‘No  automatic  entry  for  Green  delegates’

BONN.  -  Although  Israel  does  not 
require  that  visas  be  obtained  by 
German  citizens  young  enough  not 
to  have  possibly  been  active  in  the 
Nazi  regime,  this  does  not  mean  that 
their  entry  to  Israel  is  automatic. 

This  seems  to  be  Israel’s  position 
regarding  a  delegation  of  the  leftist 
Green  Party  of  West  Germany, 
which  is  to  visit  the  Middle  East. 

The  Jerusalem  Post  has  learned 
that  a  delegation  member.  Moham¬ 
med  Azazma  is  apparently  a  former 
Israeli  citizen  and  has  been  advised 


to  bring  rhe  Israeli  document  con¬ 
firming  that  he  has  relinquished  his 
citizenship.  This  advice  is  routinely 
given  to  former  Israelis,  be  they 
.Arab  or  Jewish. 

Another  delegation  member.  Bri¬ 
gitte  Heinrich  was  convicted  of  ter¬ 
rorist  activities  a  number  of  years 
ago.  the  West  German  daily.  Die 
Well,  reported  last  week.  Sources  in 
Bonn  said  Heinrich  reportedly  has 
close  links  with  the  PLO. 

Israeli  sources  in  Bonn  said  the 
delegation  ought  to  be  received  by 
Israeli  officials  despite  the  strong 
anti-Israeli  attitudes  it  has  express¬ 
ed. 


State  of  Israel  as  far  as  possible.” 

He  gave  an  additional  reason  for 
his  recommendation:  “The  Greens 
are  in  a  dilemma  between  official¬ 
dom  and  basic  popular  politics.

Tilgner  said  the  points  of  agree¬ 
ment  between  the  Greens  and  Syria 
are  limited  to  “IJN-resolutions."  in¬ 
cluding  the  demand  for  “an  Israeli 
withdrawal  from  all  Arab  territories 
occupied  since  1967.  “I  shall  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  delegation  demand 
from  Syria  and  Jordan  a  recognition 
of  Israel,”  he  said.

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Nato  supports  U.S.  bid  for  arms  control 


BRUSSELS  ( AP).  -  The  Nato  allies 
pledged  full  support  on  Friday  for 
the  resumption  of  U.S.-Soviet  arms 
control  talks  and  said  the  meeting  of 
the  superpowers  in  January  may 
mark  “a  new  phase"  in  East-Wesl 
efforts  to  agree  on  major  reductions 
in  nuclear  weapons. 

In  a  declaration  at  the  end  of  two 
days  of  dosed-door  meetings,  fore¬ 
ign  ministers  of  the  16  North  Atlan¬ 
tic  Treaty  Organization  countries 
vowed  a  “realistic  effort”  to  improve 
East-West  relations. 

They  also  urged  the  Soviet-led 
bloc  to  “adopt  a  similarly  positive 
approach  towards  genuine  detente.”

Jihad  Island  again 
threatens  Italy 

BEIRUT  (AP).  -  An  anonymous 
caller  claiming  to  represent  the  sha¬ 
dowy  Jihad  Island  (Islamic  Holy 
War)  group  has  warned  Italy  to 
release  eight  men  arrested  in  con¬ 
nection  with  an  alleged  plot  to  blow 
up  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Rome  or 
face  the  consequences,  a  Beirut 
newspaper  said  yesterday. 

The  independent  An-Nahar  news¬ 
paper  said  the  caller,  who  identified 
himself  by  the  code  name  Abu  Jihad, 
said  that  “The  Jihad  Island  organiza¬ 
tion  warns  the  Italian  government 
for  the  last  time  that  it  should  release 
the  eight  detainees  it  is  holding.” 

The  caller  added;  “If  this  warning 
is  not  heeded.  Italy  can  say  ■good¬ 
bye'  to  its  embassy  in  Beirut.” 

The  Italian  police  arrested  seven 
men  last  month  after  uncovering  an 
apparent  plot  to  blow  up  America's 
embassy  in  Rome.  The  arrests  came 
after  an  eighth  man.  Hussein  Atat 
Hani,  had  been  arrested  at  a  Zurich 
airport.  The  men,  most  of  Lebanese 
origin,  were  said  by  the  police  to  be 
Jihad  Island  members.

Shultz  said  the  U.S.  Administra¬ 
tion  was  committed  to  full  consulta¬ 
tions  with  the  allies  on  The  pace  and 
subsrance  of  future  arms  control 
negotiations  with  the  Soviets. 

Hans-Dietrich  Genscher.  the 
West  German  foreign  minister,  told 
reporters  the  European  allies  viewed 
this  U.S.  pledge  as  “very  encourag¬ 
ing.” 

Shultz  said  a  Nato  ministerial 
meeting  may  be  convened  in  Brus¬ 
sels  after  the  January  meeting  with 
Gromyko  to  inform  the  allies  about 
the  talks,  and  added  that  he  or  other 
senior  U.S.  officials  might  also  hold 


private  consultations  in  European 
capitals. 

The  foreign  ministers'  communi¬ 
que  included  statements  on  a  variety 
of  topics  aside  from  the  prospects  for 
a  superpowers  arms  control  pact. 
They  also  said; 

•  The  production  and  stockpiling 
of  chemical  weapons  should  be  ban¬ 
ned  worldwide.

LOS  ANGELES  (AP).  -  A  Soviet 
woman  charged  with  espionage  who 
has  named  two  FBI  agents  as  her 
lovers  has  a  drinking  problem  and 
also  once  claimed  to  have  had  a 
romantic  relationship  with  deceased 
Soviet  leader  Yuri  Andropov,  a  pro¬ 
secutor  said  in  court  on  Friday. 

Assistant  U.S.  attorney  Bruce 
Merritt,  at  a  hearing  involving  the 
case  of  Richard  Miller,  the  first  FBI 
agent  charged  with  espionage,  dis¬ 
closed  rhe  contention  by  Svetlana 
Ogorodnikov  and  called  it  “a  wild 
story.” 

Ogorodnikov's  attorney.  Brad 
Brian,  told  U.S.  District  Judge 
David  Kenyon  during  the  hearing 
that  another  claim  by  the  Soviet 
woman,  that  she  was  an  officer  in  the 
Soviet  intelligence  service,  the 
KGB.  was  apparently  a  fabrication. 

“There  is  some  evidence  my  client 
has  severe  problems  -  psychiatric 


and  emotional  problems.”  Brian 
said.  He  announced  he  would  prob¬ 
ably  present  “a  general  psychiatric 
defence"  on  her  behalf  when  she 
goes  on  trial  for  espionage  along 
with  Milter  and  her  estranged  hus¬ 
band,  Nikolay. 

Miller.  47.  is  charged  with  selling 
secrets  to  the  Soviets,  demanding 
$65,000  in  cash  and  gold  from  Ogor¬ 
odnikov  and  her  husband.  Miller 
worked  in  counterintelligence  for 
the  FBI  in  Los  Angeles  before  he 
was  arrested  and  fired  on  October  2. 

The  Ogorodnikovs  and  Miller  are 
charged  with  espionage,  bribery  and 
unlawful  delivery  and  receipt  of  clas¬ 
sified  documents. 

“We  have  talked  to  witnesses  who 
have  used  the  word  ‘crazy"  to  de¬ 
scribe  my  client.”  Brian  said  of 
Ogorodnikov.  He  demanded  to 
know  what  evidence  the  government 
had  developed  on  Ogorodnikov's 


apparent  fabrications,  saying  the 
alleged  love  affairs  are  relevant  to 
his  planned  defence. 

Merritt  then  arose  and  spoke:  “In 
July  1983  she  called  Bryce  Christen¬ 
sen  (assistant  FBI  chief  in  Los 
Angeles)  and  said  she  had  a  roman¬ 
tic  relationship  with  agent  (John) 
Hum.  She  also  said  she  had  a  roman¬ 
tic  relationship  with  the  Soviet  lead¬ 
er  Andropov... on  another  occasion, 
she  claimed  she  was  Andropov’s 
daughter.” 

Merritt  said  that  as  the  govern¬ 
ment  investigated  Ogorodnikov's 
"wild  stories.”  they  found  out  about 
her  drinking  problem . 

Brian  suggested  it  was  during  one 
of  her  drinking  bouts  that  Ogorodni¬ 
kov  suggested  she  was  a  major  in  the 
KGB.  a  comment  which  was  quoted 
in  tho  government's  indictment  of 
the  three  defendants. 


China  will 
‘adhere  firmly 
to  Socialism’ 

PEKING  (AP),  -  Premier  Zhao 
Ziyang  said  Friday  that  China  will 
continue  to  adhere  firmly  to  social¬ 
ism.  despite  commentary  in  the 
Chinese  press  suggesting  that  com¬ 
munism  cannot  cure  all  the  country's 
ills. 

“China  is  a  socialist  country  and 
will  continue  in  The  future  to  adhere 
firmly  to  the  socialist  system,"  Zhao 
was  quoted  as  telling  visiting  Presi¬ 
dent  Jaafar  Numeiri  of  the  Sudan. 

Referring  to  the  market-economy 

reforms  taking  place  in  the  world's 
most  populous  country,  Zhao  said  it 
would  be  difficult  to  build  socialism 
without  invigorati  ng  production . 

“Socialism  which  is  nor  based  on 
the  growth  of  the  productive  forces  is 
meaningless.”  he  said.

General  Assembly  calls  for 
eradication  of  apartheid 


UNITED  NATIONS  (AP).  -  The 
LIN  General  Assembly  last  Thurs¬ 
day  night  adopted  a  resolution  call¬ 
ing  for  “total  eradication”  of  South 
Africa's  policy  of  apartheid .  or  racial 
separation,  after  deletion  of  critical 
references  to  U .S.  policy  toward  that 
country. 

The  vote  was  123-15  with  15  ab¬ 
stentions. 

2t  came  after  the  U.S.  delegation 
took  advantage  of  a  procedural  man¬ 
euver  by  Iran  and  turned  it  against 
the  Iranians  and  the  other  sponsors 
of  the  condemnatory  resolution  by 
requiring  separate  votes  on  each 
controversial  paragraph  of  the  re¬ 
solution. 

The  original  resolution  would 
have  condemned  “the  United  States 
admi  nistration  policy  of  constructive 
engagement  with  South  Africa.”  It 


would  have  also  appealed  to  all  other 
states  to  pressure  Washington  and 
“others  concerned  to  desisL  from 
their  present  policies  of  collabora¬ 
tion  with  the  apartheid  regime  and  to 
cooperate  in  international  action  for 
the  elimination  of  apartheid. 

In  its  final  form,  critical  references 
to  the  U.S.  were  deleted. 

The  policy  of  the  administration  «‘f 
U-S.  President  Ronald  Reagan 
srresses  low-keyed  diplomatic 
approaches  to  South  Africa's  white- 
minority  government  to  effect  re¬ 
forms  in  its  racial  policies  -  rather 
than  loud  denunciation  and  punitive 
measures.  Black  African  and  other 
Reagan  administration  critics  main¬ 
tain  the  policy  only  encourages 
South  Africa  in  policies  to  suppress 
the  country's  21-million  blacks.

New  supersonic  jet 
makes  first  test 

EDWARDS  AIR  FORCE  BASE, 
California  (AP).  -  The  supersonic 
X-29,  an  unusual  jet  with  forward- 
swept  wings  and  three  computers 
aboard  for  stabilization,  made  its 
maiden  flight  last  Friday,  and  the 
pilot's  only  complaint  was  that  he 
spent  too  little  time  aloft. 

“Very  nice  airplane.  Only  com¬ 
plaint  is  I  don't  have  enough  fuel  to 
stay  up  longer.”  said  Grumman 
aerospace  chief  test  pilot  Charles 
Sewell  as  he  brought  the  plane  in  for 
a  landing  at  this  desert  air  base  97 
kilometres  north  of  Los  Angeles. 

Sewell,  54,  told  National  Aero¬ 
nautics  and  Space  Administration 
ground  controlleis  that  the  X-29  in 
the  air  handled  better  than  the  train¬ 
ing  simulator  on  the  ground.

-  South  Korea 
announced  yesterday  that  its  repre¬ 
sentatives  will  meet  with  a  North 
Korean  Red  Cross  delegation  in 
Seoul  in  January  for  the  first  time  in 
II  years  to  resume  talks  suspended 
in  1973. 

This  was  one  of  two  meetings 
South  Korea  announced  as  sche¬ 
duled  between  the  Koreas,  next 
month. 

One  will  be  held  on  January  17  in 
the  truce  village  of  Panmunjom  be¬ 
tween  economic  officials  of  the  two 
Koreas.  It  would  be  their  second 
meeting,  following  one  held  on 
November  15.  exclusively  devoted 
to  economic  maners.  The’ other  will 
be  a  full-dress  Red  Cross  meeting  to 
be  held  on  Januarv  23-25. 


George  Price' 

Belize  PM  fails  in 
reflection  bid 

BELIZE  CITY,  Belize  (AP).  - 
Prime  Minister  George  Price,  who 
led  Belize  to  independence  from 
Britain  three  years  ago  and  was  the 
dominant  political  figure  in  this 
country  for  the  past  quarter  century, 
lost  his  bid  for  re-election  on  Friday, 
a  government  spokesman  said. 

Price’s  centre-left  Peoples  United 
Party  also  was  soundly  defeated  in 
voting  for  a  28-seat  house  of  repre¬ 
sentatives,  the  government's  Radio 
Belize  reported  yesterday. 

The  conservative  United  Demo¬ 
cratic  Party  won  21  seats  to  seven  for 
Price's  party  in  the  parliamentary 
election  and  will  name  a  new  prime 
minister. 

Although  it  has  lost  municipal 
elections,  this  is  the  first  time  Price’s 
party  has  been  defeated  in  national 
elections  since  Britain  first  permit¬ 
ted  them  in  the  1950s. 


Negligence  blamed  for  Bhopal  gas  tragedy 


BHOPAL.  -  Police  yesterday 
blamed  negligence  and  a  lack  of 
safety  equipment  for  the  gas  disaster 
here  as  preparations  were  completed 
to  neutralize  the  lethal  chemical 
which  killed  2.500  people. 

With  only  hours  remaining  before 
the  start  today  of  “Operation  Faith" 
to  turn  methyl  isocyanate  into  pesti¬ 
cides,  some  residents  still  trekked  to 
bus  and  rail  stations  to  get  far  away 
from  the  Union  Carbide  factory  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  December  3  gas 
leak. 

Official  sources  estimated  250.000 
people,  including  thousands  yester¬ 
day.  have  joined  a  panic  exodus 
which  started  Iasi  Wednesday  when 
it  was  announced  the  factory  would 
reopen. 

By  nightfall  yesterday  people 
planning  to  stay  in  the  city  were 
indoors  with  buckets  of  water  and 


wet  cloths  ready  if  the  deadly,  acrid 
fumes  escaped  again. 

The  Bhopal  police  chief  reported 
that  investigators  had  established 
that  negligence  and  the  absence  of 
safety  equipment  were  the  reasons 
behind  the  fatal  leak. 

Hindu.  Moslem  and  Christian 
places  of  worship  were  packed 
yesterday  as  residents  said  prayers 
for  the  success  of  the  neutralization 
operation. 

Madyba  Pradesh  State  Chief 
Minister  Arjun  Singh  asked  other 
Indians  to  pray  for  the  city  and  said 
the  plan  to  rid  the  town  of  its  “deadly 
menace"  was  named  “Operation 
Faith.’"  because  prayers  would  save 
Bhopal's  residents. 

The  Indian  government's  scien¬ 
tific  adviser  said  there  was  no  chance 
that  the  leak  would  recur  and 
announced  elaborate  safety  precau¬ 


tions  including  the  use  of  helicopters 
to  spray  the  factory. 

According  to  two  American 
medical  experts  hired  by  Union  Car¬ 
bide.  the  long-term  damage  to  the 
eyes  and  lungs  of  the  survivors  of  the 
poison  gas  leak  may  not  be  severe  as 
originally  thought.  They  said  there  is 
hope  of  full  recovery  for  the  most 
serious  victims. 

Dr.  Hans  Weill,  professor  and 
chairman  of  pulmonary  medicine  at 
Tulane  Medical  College,  and  Dr. 
Peter  Hal  berg,  ophthalmology  pro¬ 
fessor  at  New  York  Medical  College, 
addressed  a  news  conference  here 
Friday. 

Both  were  sent  to  Bhopal  as  con¬ 
sultants  for  the  U.S. -based  Union 
Carbide,  which  faces  claims  for  bil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  in  lawsuits  charging 
that  negligence  by  the  firm  caused 
the  tragedv. 


BONN  (AP).  -  The  West  German 
parliament  Friday  voted  to  lift  the  1 
immunity  of  former  economics  ; 
minister  Otto  Lambsdorff  so  he  can 
face  charges  of  tax  evasion  in  con¬ 
nection  with  political  donations. 

Deputies  of  the  Bundestag,  or 
lower  house,  approved  the  action  in 
a  near-unanimous  show  of  hands. 
Two  parliamentarians  —  one  from 
the  conservative  Christian  Demo¬ 
crats  and  the  other  a  Free  Democrat 
—  voted  against  the  measure. 

The  Bonn  prosecutor  has  said 
Lambsdorff  would  be  charged  with 
helping  corporations  avoid  paying 
taxes  on  donations  to  the  centrist 
Free  Democratic  Party  by  launder¬ 
ing  the  funds  through  other  orga¬ 
nizations  when  he  was  FDP  treasur¬ 
er  in  North  Rhine-Westphalia  state 
in  1968-77. 

Lambsdorff.  58.  has  denied  the 
allegation. 


BBC  journalist 
held  in  South  Africa 

WINDHOEK,  South  West  Africa 
(AP).  -  A  part-time  BBC  journalist 
was  arrested  on  Friday  after  disclos¬ 
ing  that  South  African  police  bad 
authorized  postal  officials  to  inter¬ 
cept  her  mail,  her  lawyer  said. 

BBC  stringer  Gwen  Lister,  a  31- 
year-old  South  African,  was  being 
held  at  Windhoek  central  prison  on 
charges  of  violating  the  Official  Sec¬ 
rets  Act  and  the  Post  Office  Act,  her 
lawyer  said. 

The  lawyer  said  that  under,  police 
h^hpefftanded  oyer  tiJem& 
addressed  iletter  Lister,  received 
Thursday  authorizing  the  intercep¬ 
tion  of  her  mail.  He  said  he  had 
asked  police  to  release  Lister  rather 
than  keep  her  in  jail  over  the 
weekend. 

Dave  Salmon,  also  a  journalist, 
said  he  was  present  at  Lister's  home 
when  she  was  arrested  late  Friday 
afternoon. 

Bolivian  elections 
to  he  held 
a  year  early 

LA  PAZ.  Bolivia  (AP).  -  Congress 
passed  legislation  Friday  night 
allowing  for  national  elections  next 
June,  a  year  ahead  of  schedule,  and 
Vice-President  Jaime  Paz  Zamora 
resigned  immediately  to  run  for  the 
presidency. 

“A  new  stage  in  the  country's 
political  life  has  been  opened  to 
which  ail  Bolivians  must  give  their 
best  efforts  and  hope.”  Paz  Zamora 
said  in  a  statement  announcing  his 
resignation  and  the  new  elections. 

He  said  the  elections  will  allow 
Bolivians  “to  renovate  their  faith  in 
the  democratic  process  and  help 
build  n  new  national  majority  that 
will  strengthen  the  democratic  pro¬ 
cess  and  Install  a  government  with 
the  necessary  popular  support.” 

But  Bolivians  are  cynical.  Their 
country  is  the  most  unstable  in  the 
hemisphere,  perhaps  in  the  world -it 
has  gone  through  close  to  190  revolu¬ 
tions  since  independence  in  1825. 
The  present  left-leaning  govern¬ 
ment.  which  was  popularly  elected  in 
1982  for  what  should  have  been  a 
four-year  term,  replaced  a  right- 
wing  military  dictatorship. 


—  The  U.S.  yesterday 
detonated  a  nuclear  weapon  640 
metres  beneath  the  desert  floor  at 
the  government's  nuclear  test  site  in 
Nevada,  a  spokesman  for  the  De¬ 
fence  Department  said. 


DAKAR  (Reuter).  -  At  leasiNpur 
prominent  military  men  have  bten 
arrested  in  Mauritania  along  with 
ousted  President  Mohammed 
Khouna  Ould  Haidalia  since  last 
Wednesday's  coup,  according  to 
travellers  from  the  northwest  Afri¬ 
can  country. 

They  said  the  change  of  leadership 
appeared  to  have  been  welcomed  by 
Mauritania's  1.5  million  people  and 
the  impoverished  mainly  desert  state 
was  completely  calm. 

Radio  Nouakcott  reported  that 
“scores  of  thousands'*  of  people 
marched  to  the  presidential  palace 
last  Friday  night  in  a  show  of  support 
for  the  takeover  by  armed  forces 
chief  of  staff  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Mohammed  Maaouya  Ould 
Sid'ahmed  Taya. 


The  travellers,  arriving  in  neigh¬ 
bouring  Senegal,  said  they  saw 
Haidalia  detained  when  he  flew  back 
from  a  Franco- African  summit  in 
Burundi  last  Thursday.  At  least  four 
military  men  close  to  him  were  under 
arrest  at  an  army  barracks, 
apparently  for  opposing  the  coup. 

The  four  have  disappeared  from 
the  reshaped  military  Committee  for 
National  Salvation  (CMSN).  which 
has  ruled  since  the  military  fir*t 
seized  power  in  1978. 

They  are  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Athie  Amath.  the  outgoing  higher 
education  minister.  Colonel  OulJ 
Hussein,  former  minister  and  coun¬ 
selor  to  the  president,  navy  Captain 
Moustapha  Diop.  the  head  of  secur¬ 
ity,  and  Captain  Moulay  Huchem. 
-who  was  in  charge  of  food  aid. 


Cuba  and  US.  reach  deal 
on  returning  boat  people’ 


WASHINGTON  (AP).  -  About 
2.700  Cuban  criminals  and  mental 
patients  will  be  sent  home  under  an 
agreement  reached  Friday  by  the 
Reagan,  administration  with  the  Cas¬ 
tro  government 

In  return  for  taking  back  the  un¬ 
wanted  “boat  people."  Cuba  was 
granted  regular  emigration  rights  - 
even  though  the  23-year  break  in 
diplomatic  relations  between  the 
two  countries  was  not  repaired. 

White  House  Deputy  Press 
Secretary  Larry  £peakgs,$qid:  'The 
conclusion  of.  qn  agreement  .onTtius 
issue  does  not  signal  any  change  in 
U.S.  policy  toward  Cuba. 

“That  policy  reflects  our  serious 
concern  about  Cuba's  international 
behaviour,"  Speakes  said.  “We  see 


no  evidence  that  Cuba  is  prepared  to 
change  that  behaviour.” 

The  spokesman  said  the  Cubans 
would  be  returned  home  “in  a 
phased  and  orderly  manner.” 

It  was  not  clear,  however,  if  the 
Cubans  would  be  sent  home  quickly. 
A  judge  has  ruled  they  are  entitled  to 
a  hearing  if  they  wish  to  remain  in 
the  U.S.  The  Justice  Department 
could  move  to  set  aside  the  ruling. 

Speakes  stressed  that  most  of  the 
129,000 so-called  “boat  people”  who 
left  Cuba  in  1980  from  the  port  of 
Mariel  had  "incorporated  them- 
'f?  selvelipeq  American  life."  ■■ 

Cuban  President  Fidel  Castro 
praised  the  agreement,  but  denied 
that  any  of  the  "boat  people”  were 
criminals  or  mentally  ill.  Cuba's  offi¬ 
cial  news  agency  said. 


Ethiopia’s  head  of  state  on  visit  to  Cuba 


MEXICO  CITY  (AP).  -  Ethiopia's, 
head  of  state;  Mengistu  Haile' 
Mariam,  arrived  on  Friday  in  Hava¬ 
na  for  a  “friendly  and  working  visit" 
with  Cuban  President  Fidel  Castro, 
Cuba's  official  Prensa  Latina  news 
agency  said. 

After  a  welcome  at  the  airport 


from  Castro.  Mengistu  reviewed  an 
honour  guard  and  greeted  Havana’s 
diplomatic  corps,  according  to  Pren¬ 
sa  Latina,  which  is  monitored  here. 
The  news  agency  did  not  say  what 
the  specific  purpose,  of  Mengi sen's 
visit  was,  nor  how  long  he  would 
stay. 
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Turkish  PM  renews  call 
for  dialogue  with  Greece 
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ANKARA  (AP).  -  Premier  Turgut 
Ozal  said  yesterday  that  Turkey  will 
continue  to  seek  a  dialogue  with 
Greece  to  resolve  their  disputes, 
although  he  noted  that  the  Greek 
government  had  not  met  such  over¬ 
tures  this  year. 

When  he  came  to  power  a  year 
ago,  Ozal  proposed  that  Turkey  and 
Greece  shelve  their  long-standing 
disputes  for  a  while  and  concentrate 
instead  on  economic  cooperation 
and  improved  trade  relations  to  im¬ 
prove  the  atmosphere. 

Ozal  said  he  still  did  not  give  up 
hope  that  “the  Greek  premier  will 
one  day  shake  his  hand  of  friendship 
we  have  been  extending  with  all 
sincerity.” 

Asked  whether  Turkey  would 


consider  to  take  its'  disputes  with 
Greece  to  the  LIN.  the  premier  ruled 
it  urn.  saying.  “These  are  bilateral 
problems  to  be  solved  through  bi¬ 
lateral  negotiations." 

But -Ozal  said  he  was  pleased  that 
leaders  of  the  Turkish  and  Greek 
communities  of  Cyprus  will  start 
direct  talks  as  a  result  of  an  agree¬ 
ment  obtained  by  UN  Secretary- 
General  Javier  Perez  de  Cuellar  last 
week. 

Turkish  Cypriot  leader -Rauf  De- 
nktash  and  Cypriot  President  Spyros 
Kyprianou  will  meet  January  17  at 
an  undisclosed  venue  to  hammer  out 
a  Cyprus  settlement  along  the  guide¬ 
lines  of  a  draft  agreement' both 
accepted.

Here  are  a  few  ideas  for  gifts  to 
make  for  younger  children  that  are 
cheap  and  easy,  may  keep  your  kids 
busy  for  a  few  hours  and  can  be 
thrown  away  after  use.  You  prob¬ 
ably  have  most  of  the  things  needed 
for' the  following  games  you  prob¬ 
ably  have  at  home  or  can  get  for  free 
in  your  neighbourhood. 

Post  Office:  Collect  used  en¬ 
velopes,  postcards,  old  address 
labels  and  stickers,  the  edges  from 
local  postage  stamps,  airmail  and 
express  stickers  and  other  post  office 
"equipment.”  Add  a  pad  of  paper,  a 
pen,  a  stapler  (optional),  an  ink  pad 
( also  optional  1  and  a  few  stamps.  Put 
all  these  together  in  a  plastic  folder, 
:in  old  attache  case,  schoolbag  or  a 
shoebox  and  call  it  the  Post  Office 
Game.  Your  kids  will  know  how  to 
play  it. 

Bank:  Collect  all  sorts  of  used  and 

unused  bank  forms  like  deposit  slips, 
the  automatic  banking  cards  and 
forms,  investment  brochures,  obso¬ 
lete  checkbooks,  even  “play" 
money.  Add  a  few  pads  of  paper, 
some  carbon  (copy)  paper,  a  few 
pens.  etc.  Put  it  ail  into  a  suitable 
container  and  you  have  the  Bank 
Game. 

Puzzles:  The  best  picture  to  cut 
into  a  puzzle  is  a  large  photograph  of 
your  child.  The  next  best  is  a  col¬ 
oured  picture  from  a  magazine  (a 
simple,  recognizable  object  or  a 
family  scene)  glued  on  thin  card¬ 
board  and  cut  into  puzzle  shapes. 
The  number  of  pieces  depends  on 
the  age  and  ability  of  the  child. 

Other  puzzles  can  be  made  from  a 
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map  of  Israel,  available  from  the 
tourist  offices.  Back  it  on  cardboard 
and  cut  it  into  squares  and  triangles 
or  into  interlocking  puzzle-like 
shapes.  For  a  harder  puzzle,  you 
could  use  magazine  pictures  of  land¬ 
scapes,  scenery,  modem  aod  classic¬ 
al  art. 

Medical  kit:  Check  through  your 
medicine  cabinet  for  the  makings  of 
a  doctor's  or  nurse's  kit,  or  even  a 
Kupai  Holim  ot  pharmacy  game. 
Find  a  suitable  container  -  a 
shoebox,  old  schoolbag,  attache  case 
or  even  a  lunch  bag.  Wash  out  some 
old  bottles  of  eye  drops,  nosedrops 
and  cough  medicines,  making  sure 
no  medicine  remains  inside. 

Add  some  empty  jars  and  boxes  of 


vitamins,  pills,  and  small  plastic  bot¬ 
tles  (vanilla  essence,  etc.),  a  teas¬ 
poon,  some  cotton  wool,  band-aids, 
gauze,  an  elastic  stretch  bandage, 
some  tongue  depressors,  a  dispos¬ 
able  syringe  container,  a  small  flash¬ 
light  and  anything  else  "medicinal” 
you  may  have  (a  face  mask,  nurse's 
cap.  rubber  tubing  fora  stethoscope, 
etc.)  Add  a  pad  of  paper  for  writing 
prescriptions  and  you  ha ve  a  nice  gi  ft 
for  a  budding  doctor  or  nurse. 

Collector’s  Albums:  If  you’ve  col¬ 
lected  coloured  magazine  pictures 
that  are  of  interest  to  your  children, 
like  cars.  toys,  dolls,  animals,  babies 
I  especially  if  you  are  expecting  one ). 
and  you  have  a  few  brochures  and 
pamphlets,  then  you  have  all  the 
making  for  an  album.  Present  your 
child  with  this  collection  of  pictures, 
plus  scissors,  glue  and  the  booklet  to 


stick  them  into,  right  on  top  of  the 
text  and  pictures' of  the  booklet. 
Birthday  cards  and  picture  postcards 
can  be  used  in  the  same  way. 

Junior  Tool  Box:  In  a  showbox  put 
some  small,  safe,  extra  tools  of 
yours.  Include  a  ruler,  tape  measure, 
pencil,  marker  pen.  paper,  nails, 
screws,  nuts,  pliers,  screwdriver, 
hammer,  old  keys,  locks,  batteries, 
broken  alarm  dock,  transistor  radio, 
etc.;  whatever  you  think  is  safe  for 
your  child  to  play  with.  The  tool  box 
may  be  kept  next  to  yours. 

Junior  Cook:  (Same  principle  as 
above.  )  In  a  plastic  mixing  bowl  put 
a  selection  of  plastic  and  wooden 
cutlery,  mixing  spoon,  spatula, 
measuring  cups,  egg  cups,  bottle- 
caps,  plastic  vanilla  essence  bottle 
(empty),  juice  cans  (plastic)  and 
other  kitchen  odds  and  ends.  Store 
the  kit  in  a  kitchen  cupboard  the 
child  can  reach. 

Beginning  Needlepoint:  Cut  a 
square  or  rectangle  from  a  plastic  net 
shopping  bag  or  a  length  of  plastic 
window  screening.  Check  that  a  nee¬ 
dle  and  yam  can  fit  through  the 
holes.  Draw  a  simple  design  or  some 
lines  on  the  material.  Provide  a 
large,  dull  embroidery  needle  and  a 
few  lengths  of  coloured  yam  to  make 
a  bookmark. 

For  even  younger  children  who 
also  want  to  sew.  prepare  some  card¬ 
board  sheets  or  even  computer  cards 
with  holes  punched  at  even  intervals. 
Use  new  shoelaces  with  plastic  co¬ 
vered  ends  as  the  needle  and  thread. 
These  can  be  undone  and  the  laces 
used  again-  Draw  simple  pictures 
and  punch  holes  on  the  lines. 

Number  Game:  Here  is  a  simple 
activity  to  put  together  for 
kindergarten-age  kids.  Collect  a  few 
pages  from  a  large  old  monthly 
calendar  and  put  a'  pair  of  scissors 
with  them.  Let  your  child  cut  along 


the  lines  that  separate  the  days  and 
the  weeks.  There  will  be  30  (31) 
numbered  squares  that  the  child  can 
arrange  in  order,  in  pairs,  odds  and 
evens,  threes,  fives,  etc.  You  could 
even  play  a  variation  of  Bingo  using 
these  cut-out  numbers.  After  the  kid 
has  had  enough,  this  whole  game  can 
be  thrown  away. 

For  Baby: 

Football:  Tie  a  stick  so  that  it 
extends  into  the  crib  and  hane  from 
it  an  inflatable  ball  baby  can  reach 
while  lying  down.  Let  baby  use  it  as 
an  exerciser  to  hit.  kick,  push,  catch 
and  focus  on.  Any  colourful  toy. 
rattle  or  bunch  of  things  can  be 
suspended  from  the  stick  and  played 
with  in  the  same  way. 

Posters,  Mobiles  and  Books:  Use 
all  those  greeting  and  birthday  cards 
to  create  colourful  and  amusing  crib- 
side  posters.  Put  up  a  few  around  the 
changing  area  at  eye  level  (baby's) 
and  tuck  a  few  into  the  edge  of  the 
carriage  mattress  for  baby  to  focus 
on.  Glue  or  staple  a  few  back-to- 
back  and  hang  them  on  thread  to 
make  a  mobile  for  over  the  crib. 
Attach  the  threads  to  a  clothes  han¬ 
ger. 

Make  baby  a  book  using  these  cards 
of  magazine  ads  bv  gluing  them  onto 
thin  cardboard  sheets  ( bristol)  or 
stick  them  onto  the  pages  of  a 
brochure  of  pamphlet. 

Shape-Sorter:  Collect  bottle  raps 
and  tops  in  different  sizes  (ketchup, 
wine,  cola,  plastic  twist-off.  frozen 
juices,  etc.  >  to  be  used  as  the  shapes. 
Use  a  large,  clean  plastic  bleach  or 
detergent  container,  square  or 
round,  and  cut  out  about  5  to  7  holes 
the  sbe  of  your  bottle  tops.  You'll 
need  one  more  larger  hole  in  order 
to  get  the  pieces  out.  (Using  one  of 
these  square  container  you  can  also- 
make  a  mailbox  for  your  kids'  post 
office. ) 


Back  in 

the  hot 
seat 

Dr.  Nitza  Shapira-Libai 
returns  today  to  her 
post  as  adviser  to  the 
prime  minister  on  the 
status  of  women, 
reports  Nomi  Morris. 

TODAY  Dr.  Nitza  Shapira-Libai  is 
stepping  back  into  the  position  of 
adviser  to  the  prime  minister  on  the 


status  of  women.  Shapira-Libai  held 
the  post  for  ihree-and-a-half  years 
before  being  replaced  by  attorney 
Ethia  Simha  in  November  1W3. 

During  the  past  year.  Shapira- 
Libai.  herself  an  attorney,  has  kept  a 
low  public  profile  and  "has  concen¬ 
trated  on  her  lcg.il  practice.  In  court, 
she  has  represented  battered  women 
and  women  who  have  complained  of 
retirement  ace  discrimination. 

Her  re-appointment  was  personal¬ 
ly  made  about  a  month  ago  by  Prime 
Minister  Shimon  Peres,  with  whom 
Shapira-Libai  intends  to  work  close¬ 
ly. 

"I  am  not  new  to  the  subject."  she 
told  The  Jerusalem  Post  last  week, 
“and  1  have  very  definite  plans  for 
my  term  in  office." 

A  women's  rights  activist  for  many 
years.  Shapira-Libai  headed  the  sub¬ 
committee  on  women  and  family  fur 
the  MK  Ora  Namir  Commission  on 
the  Status  of  Women.  She  w  as  also  a 
member  of  the  Israeli  delegation  to 
the  UN  Mid- Decade  Conference  on 
the  Status  of  Women  in  19.SU  in 
Copenhagen,  and  has  attended 
other  international  forums  on  ihe 
subject. 

Shapira-Libai  holds  a  law  degree 
from  the  Hebrew  University  and  a 
PhD  in  comparative  law  from  the 
University  of  Chicago.  She  intro¬ 
duced  the  first  course  on  women  at 
Tel  Aviv  University  10  years  ago  and 
presently  teaches  one  on  the  legal 
status  of  women. 

Outgoing  adviser  Simha  is  return¬ 
ing  to  her  law  practice.  Speaking  at  a 
seminar  on  retirement  ace  equality, 
held  at  the  Knesset  last  week. 
Simha  thanked  former  minister 
without  portfolio  MK  Sara  Doron. 
expressing  her  hope  that  the  govern¬ 
ment  will  appoint  a  female  cabinet 
minister  soon.  Simha  also  wished  her 
successor  luck. 


BEHIND  the  anti-Israel  resolutions 
which  will  almost  inevitably  be 
voiced  by  Arab  and  Third 
^World  delegates  at  the  upcoming 
fc  UN  conference  on  women  in  Nairobi 
is  a  stronger,  more  insidious  power 
which  our  delegates  must  fight;  the 
Soviet  Union. 

This  was  the  thrust  of  remarks 
made  by  Sovietologist  Prof.  Galia 
Golan  of  the  Hebrew  University  and 
Pnina  Herzog,  head  of  the  Israel 
Association. of  University  Women, 
who  spoke  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  Women's  Organizations 
in  Israel.  (The  council  is  a  roof 
organization  comprising  members  of 
major  local  women's  groups. ) 

“At  the  conference  1  attended 
recently  in  Vienna  -  organized  to 
determine  the  concerns  and 
strategies  of  the  open  forum  at  July's 
^Nairobi  conference  marking  the  end 
M  the  UN  Decade  of  Women  -  300 
women  from  1UU  international  orga¬ 
nizations  were  present.’7  Herzog 
told  her  audience,  explaining 
that  the  conference  will  include 
meetings  of  official  LHM  delegations 
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as  well  as  the  open  forum  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  non-go vemmental  organiza¬ 
tions  (NGOs). 

“The  groups  in  Vienna  included 
the  Women's  International  Demo¬ 
cratic  Federation,  the  Women's  In¬ 
ternational  League  for  Peace  and 
Freedom,  Women  for  Peace  and 
others  made  up  of  black,  Arab  and 
Third  World  women  for  whom  the 
words  'peace'  and  'freedom'  have  a 
certain  meaning." 

These  women,  said  Herzog  who 
represented  the  International  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Women  (ICW)  in  Vienna, 
were  frequently  seen  meeting  with 
delegates  of  Soviet  Bloc  organiza¬ 
tions.  In  the  workshops  there,  “the 
'  Palestinian  question  came  up  fn  ev- " 
ery  context,  whether  the  subject  was 
women  in  crisis  situations,  sexual 
violence  or  women's  special  health

needs.  It  was  dear  that  politics 
dominated  the  thoughts  of  many  of 
the  women  in  Vienna,  not  a  real 
concern  for  women's  welfare.” 

In  one  case.  Herzog  related,  “a 
woman  from  Zambia  made  some 
anti-Zionist  comments  and  later 
admitted  that  she  had  'copied'  what 
others  had  said.  ”  Delegates  of  Egyp¬ 
tian  organizations,  however,  did  not 
make  remarks  critical  of  Israel. 

After  attending  the  pre-Nairobi 
conference.  Herzog  anticipates  the 
“politidzation”  of  both  the  UN  and 
•NGO  forums  next  summer.  Over 
half  the  women  in  Vienna,  she  esti¬ 
mated.  were  sympathetic  to  or 
otherwise  in  communication  with 
women  of  the  Communist  bloc 
countries. 

“I  think  that  things  could  be  much 
worse  in  Nairobi  for  Israel  than  they 
were ‘during  the  1975  and  l98fl  UN 
conferences  held  as  part  of  the  De¬ 
cade  of  Women.”  said  Herzog.  "UN 
forums  (as  in  these  cases)  often  serve 


as  a  framework  in  which  the  PLO 
can  pass  anti-Israel  resolutions.  The 
problem  usually  is  that  the  Com¬ 
munist  countries  band  together  with 
Palestinians  and  Africans  against 
Israel.” 

Meanwhile,  the  Foreign  Ministry 
has  not  yet  concluded  its  selection  of 
this  country’s  delegates  to  Nairobi. 

”We  need  delegates  who  will  be 
knowledgeable  and  well  briefed.” 
Prof.  Golan  said  in  her  speech.  “I 
don't  think  they  should  whitewash 
the  situation  (of  the  Palestinians), 
but  they  should  be  able  to  put  things 
in  the  proper  perspective  or  else  they 
will  lose  their  credibility.” 

The  role  of  Israel’s  delegates,  she 
emphasized,  “is  political  vis-a-vis 
the  Communist  bloc  (not  including 
Rumania  or  Yugoslavia).  They  must 
influence  the  resolutions  which  will 
come  up  at  Nairobi  and  also  have  an 
affect  on  speeches  and  comments 
made  from  the  audience.  The. 
Soviets  will  Be  sending  outjprinted 
materials  and  propaganda  to  their 
sympathizers  there,  and  these  will 
almost  certainly  be  anti-Israel." 


Golan  explained  that  the  Soviets 
will  try  to  achieve  two  goals  at  the 
End  of  the  Decade  of  Women  con¬ 
ference;  to  “get  in  good"  with  the 
Third  World,  and  to  promote  their 
own  anti-West  interests. 

“For  the  Soviet  Union.  Third 
World  nations  provide  a  central 
stage  for  competition  with  the  West, 
because  in  those  countries  the  future 
is  not  clear  and  a  revolutionary 
potential  exists.  The  Soviet  Union 
can  thus  act  as  their  champion. 

'‘Beginning  in  the  mid-Sixties.” 
the  Sovietologist  went  on.  "the 
USSR  began  to  support  nationalist, 
inherently  anti-West  movements 
with  the  hope  of  drawing  leftists 
even  further  left.  The  Soviets  pro¬ 
vide  aid  of  all  kinds,  though  they 
cannot  compete  with  U.S.  financial 
support.  Instead,  they  tend  to  pro¬ 
vide  political  aid  and  propaganda  - 
sending  funds  for  printing  presses, 
for  example,  as  well  as- propaganda- 
related  knowhow  and  personnel  to 
the  Third  World.” 

The  Soviet  publicity  effort  will  be 
in  high  gear  during  the  Nairobi  con¬ 


ference.  Golan  added,  and  the  well- 
known  two-sided  “formula"  will  be 
evident  there;  It  will  be  Israel  and 
the  LLS.  versus  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  Palestinians. 

"The  people  who  do  the  informa¬ 
tional  work  for  the  Soviet  Union  are 
professional  political  propagandists 
who  work  basically  out  of  two 
bureaucratic  organizations  -  the 
Communist  Party  and  the  KGB. 

“The  Party's  agitation  and  prop¬ 
aganda  department  teaches  its  work¬ 
ers  how  to  deal  with  the  masses,  how 
to  instill  ideology  in  them.  Its  inter¬ 
national  relations  division  deals 
more  with  people  outside,  including 
the  international  organizations 
which  will  be  represented  in  Nairo¬ 
bi.” 

In  the  USSR.  Golan  continued, 
“the  women's  organization  which 
exists  serves  only  as  a  framework  for 
representing  a  certain  political  line" 
and  does  not  seek  to  fulfil  die  needs 
of  women  perse. 

Former  MK  Tamar  Eshel.  who 
was  in  the  audience  during  Herzog's 
and  Golan's  lectures  and  who  has 


had  experience  in  the  past  represent¬ 
ing  Israel  in  UN  forums  on  women, 
added  that  the  Soviet  bloc  usually 
gears  its  propaganda  effort  around 
philosophical  concerns  (“like 
peace")  and  not  to  practical  consid¬ 
erations  such  as  the  promotion  of 
women's  status  in  the  world. 

“In  past  world  conferences,  the 
Soviets  have  sent  others  forward  to 
do  the  talking  for  them."  said  Eshel. 
"In  Nairobi.  I  believe  they  will  be 
the  bulldozers  out  in  front." 

While  acknowledging  the  fact  that 
Israel's  delegates  must  be  capable  of 
fighting  Soviet  propaganda.  Prof. 
Alice  Shulvi.  organizer  of  the  recent¬ 
ly  formed  Israel  Women's  Lobby, 
warned  that  "they  must  be  careful 
not  to  focus  their  efforts  on  anti-anti- 
Zionism.  ” 

They  must  be  concerned  with 
women's  issues,  said  Shalvi.  “and  if 
they  are  prepared,  they  can  take  the 
wind  out  of  the  (Soviet)  sails  when  it 
comes  to  discussing,  for  example, 
the  situation  of  women  in  the  Third 
World." 


- IT  WAS  JUST  after  midnight  and  I 

was  dropping  off  to  sleep  when  the 
phone  rang.  "I'm  sorry  to  bother 
you.  doctor."  said  a  flat,  apologetic 
voice,  “but  it's  Ilan  -  he  can't 
breathe.” 

Sometimes  with  such  a  call  in  the 
wee  hours  !  have  to  pinch  myself  to 
ensure  I  actually  take  in  what  I'm 
being  told.  Although  in  this  case  I 
had  already  realized  it  was  Anat 
Fiumar  talking  to  me  about  her  four- 
year-old  son.  I  found  it  difficult  to 
reconcile  the  potential  urgency  of 
’  "can't  breathe"  with  her  calm  and 


Ivjcontrolled  voice.  So  I  pinched  my- 
<6*11.  and  asked  her  to  repeat  what 
vhe  had  just  told  me. 

''It’s  llan,  he's  having  difficulty 
breathing."  she  replied,  significantly 
modifying  her  original  statement. 
"He  went  to  bed  about  seven  and 
was  fine  then;  but  about  15  minutes 
ago  he  woke  up  and  seemed  to  be 
having  trouble  breathing.  I  gave  him 
something  to  drink  and  3  spoonful  of 
honey  to  suck  but  it  doesn't  seem  to 
have  helped.  Can  vve  bring  him  over 
,0  'w  y«u  now'" 

In  the  circumstances  I  a  creed  with 
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alacrity,  and  while  awaiting  his  arriv¬ 
al-thought  over  the  various  possibili¬ 
ties  which  might  explain  his  sudden 
breathing  upset. 

"Difficulty  in  breathing”  and  “un¬ 
able  to  breathe”  mean  different 
things  to  different  people,  and  accu¬ 
rate  medical  definitions  would  not 
necessarily  rally  with  descriptions 
given  by  those  actually  having  or 
witnessing  some  form  of  breathing 
disorder.  Someone  who  isn't  breath¬ 
ing  at  all.  for  whatever  reason,  will 
rapidly  turn  blue  and  lose  conscious¬ 
ness.  and  may  also  convulse.  Then, 
unless  breathing  is  restored  naturally 
or  artificially  within  a  few  minutes, 
death  will  ensue. 

That  is  why  checking  for  breathing 
is  always  stressed  as  the  first  step  in 
teaching  programmes  for  CPR 
(Cardin-pulmonary  resuscitation),  a 


life-saving  first-aid  procedure  which 
may  have  to  be  applied  immediately 
in  a  variety  of  serious  medical 
emergencies  including  severe  heart 
attacks,  drowning  and  electric 
shock.  Thankfully.  An3t's  matter- 
of-fact  tone  seemed  to  exclude  Ilan 
from  this  category  of  patients. 

Other  medical  conditions  may 
cause  difficult  or  laboured  respira¬ 
tion  in  which  the  sufferer  truly  ex¬ 
periences  discomfort.  This  may 
occur  at  rest,  or  after  minimal  exer¬ 
cise.  However,  it  is  almost  always 
made  worse  with  increasing  exer¬ 
tion.  (The  feeling  is  similar  to  that 
which  normal  people  experience 
transiently  during,  or  for  a  short  time 
after,  some  unusually  taxing  physical 
effort. ) 

This  type  of  breathing  difficulty 
may  develop  with  vaiying  rapidity, 
and  be  of  varying  severity  depending 
on  the' underlying  cause.  It  is  com¬ 
monly  associated  with  certain  forms 
of  acute  or  more  chronic  heart  dis¬ 
ease.  and  chesr  diseases  including 


asthma  and  some  infections.  Treat¬ 
ment  consists  of  immediate  steps  to 
relieve  the  breathing  difficulty,  and 
longer  term  therapeutic  measures 
aimed  at  the  underlying  disease  pro¬ 
cess. 

As  far  as  I  knew  Ilan  had  no 
reason  to  belong  to  this  group  either, 
but  there  was  always  the  possibility 
of  a  first  asthma  attack  or  a  sudden 
infection. 

This  left  a  third  and  probably  the 
most  common  group  of  patients 
with  breathing  upsets.  Here  the  pa¬ 
tient  is  reported  by  a  witness  as 
having  “difficulty  breathing”  or  as 
being  “unable  to  breathe.”  On  ex¬ 
amination  the  breathing  may  be 
more  rapid  than  usual  and  is  almost 
certainly  always  noisier  than  usual.  It 
is  this  which  often  leads  to  a  mis¬ 
taken  impression  that  the  effort  of 
breathing  is  also  difficult.  However, 
such  individuals  often  have  little,  if 
any.  real  respiratory  distress.  The 
distress  is  generally  greater  among 
the  onlookers,  often  anxious  pa¬ 
rents.  since  the  patient  is  frequently 
an  infant  or  young  child. 

As  a  family  doctor  I'm  most  often 


faced  with  this  situation  in  children 
with  upper  respiratory  tract  infec¬ 
tions  when  the  nose  is  completely 
blocked.  The  resulting  mouth¬ 
breathing  has  to  take  place  through 
the  increased  amounts  of  saliva  and 
mucous  which  accumulate  at  the 
back  of  the  throat  and.  in  consequ¬ 
ence.  it  is  usually  rough  sounding 
and  noisy. 

Examination  invariably  reveals 
that  adequate  amounts  of  air  are  still 
managing  to  enter  and  leave  the 
lungs.  I  thought  that  Ilan  might  well 
belong  to  this  group  of  patients  but  it 
is  always  dangerous  to  make  such  an 
assumption,  especially  late  at  night 
over  a  telephone.  That  was  why  I 
agreed  to  see  him  without  delay. 

Soon  there  was  a  knock  on  my 
door  and  Ilan  was  bundled  inside  in  a 
blanket.  Even  before  I  got  round  to 
examining  him  the  diagnosis  was 
clear.  Ilan  did  in  fact  belong  to  the 
"noisy  breathing”  group  but  was  3 
special  case.  Special  because  the 
noise  involved  was  not  simply  due  to 
mouth  breathing  but  was  of  a  charac¬ 
teristic  type  known  medically  as  stri¬ 
dor.  As  its  name  suggests  this  is  a 


strident  noise,  and  it  is  produced  at 
the  back  of  the  throat  and  in  the 
larynx  (voice-box)  during  breathing 
if  there  is  any  interference  there  with 
the  free  flow  of  air  in  and  out  of  the 
lungs. 

In  children  of  Han's  age  stridor 
most  commonly  results  from  the 
swelling  at  the  back  of  the  throat  and 
in  the  larynx  which  occurs  during  the 
course  of  certain  specific  types  of 
respiratory  infections.  (In  the  past 
such  conditions  were  lumped 
together  and  collectively  called 
“croup.") 

All  young  children  with  stridor 
need  to  be  sent  to  hospital 
without  delay  because  just  occa¬ 
sionally  the  spasm  and  inflammation 
already  present  may  increase  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  block  off  the  whole 
windpipe.  Since  this  may  occur  sud¬ 
denly  and  without  warning,  it  is 
better  that  it  happen  in  hospital,  with 
alt  the  attendant  treatment  facilities 
to  hand,  if  at  all. 

So  I  phoned  the  pediatrician  on 
cull  at  our  local  hospital  and 
arranged  for  Ilan's  admission  there. 
Ilan's  initial  (and  as  it  turned  out

observation  by  the  medical  and  nurs¬ 
ing  staff  in  case  of  any  sudden  de¬ 
terioration  in  his  condition.  Over  ihe 
course  of  a  few  hours  his  stridor 
subsided  satisfactorily  and  his 
breathing  pattern  returned  to  nor¬ 
mal. 

Some  eases  of  stridor  may  be  tre¬ 
ated  in  a  humidity  tent  and  may  also 
receive  steroid  and/or  antibiotic 
drugs,  but  each  case  has  to  be  judged 
individually.  Certainly  drugs  are  no 
substitute  for  close  and  frequent 
observation  while  stridor  is  still  pre¬ 
sent.  After  a  further  trouble-free  24 
hours  Ilan  was  released  back  into  my 
care  and  when  I  saw  him  a  day  later 
he  was  none  the  worse  for  his  short 
stay  in  hospital. 

Ilan  was  the  first  patient  with 
stridor  in  the  practice  for  almost  two 
years.  Since  I  see  between  lu  and  2U 
children  each  week  with  upper  re¬ 
spirator)'  infections  of  varying  types 
and  at  various  stages,  the  inevitable 
conclusion  is  clearly  that  stridor, 
although  a  potentially  life- 
threatening  complication,  is  rare 
among  these  common  conditions. 

On  the  other  hand,  our  practice 
trainee,  who  not  long  ago  completed 
the  hospital  part  of  his  family  medi¬ 
cine  specialization  residency  prog¬ 
ramme  with  six  months  in  the  chil¬ 
dren's  department,  tells  me  that  it 
was  not  uncommon  for  more  than  a 
third  of  the  beds  there  to  be  occupied 
at  anv  one  time  by  youngsters  who 
had  been  admitted  on  account  of 
stridor. 

When  I  heard  this  I  felt  il 
appropriate  to  remind  him  that  as  a 
family  doctor  in  the  making  he 
should  realize  that  the  patients  he 
decides  to  send  off  to  hospital  are.  in 
many  ways,  the  easier  cases  he  will 
have  to  deal  with .

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Food  outlook  in  Africa 
worsens  after  poor  harvests 


Inflation  in  the 
West  static  at  &1% 


ROME  (AP).  -  The  outlook  for 
cereal  supplies  in  Africa  bas  deterio¬ 
rated  further  because  of  poor  har¬ 
vests  in  a  number  of  drought- 
stricken  countries,  a  UN  report  said 
this  week. 

It  listed  21  countries  facing  “ex¬ 
ceptional  food  supply  problems” 
and  said  the  African  “food  emergen¬ 
cy”  will  continue  in  1985.  The  report 
said  the  food  aid  requirements  of  the 
21  countries  are  expected  to  be  much 
higher  than  the  requirements  of  the 
24  African  countries  affected  in 
1983-84. 

“Poor  1984  main  season  crops 
have  already  been  harvested  in  a 
□umber  of  countries  in  Southern  and 
Eastern  Africa,  while  most  of  the 
Sahelian  countries  are  just  complet¬ 
ing  the  harvesting  of  seriously 
drought-reduced  crops.”  the  report 
said. 

The  interim  report  on  Africa  in 


the  monthly  Food  Oudook  by  the 
UN  Food  and  Agriculture  Organiza¬ 
tion  said  the  1984/85  food  aid  re¬ 


quirements  of  the  21  countries  are 
estimated  at  5.2  million  metric  tons. 


1.8m.  tons  more  than  the  food  aid 
they  received  in  1983/84. 

Fifteen  of  the  24  countries  named 
in  a  special  report  on  the  African 
food  crisis  issued  September  30  are 
still  on  the  list.  The  15  are  Angola, 
Botswana,  Burkina-Faso,.  Cape 
Verde,  Chad.  Ethiopia,  Lesotho, 
Mali,  Mauritania,  Mozambique. 
Senegal,  Somalia,  Tanzania.  Zam¬ 
bia  and  Zimbabwe. 

Added  to  the  list  were  Burundi. 
Kenya.  Morocco.  Niger.  Rwanda 
and  Sudan. 

Nine  countries  were  removed 
from  the  list:  Benin,  Gambia.  Gha¬ 
na,  Guinea.  Guinea-Bissau.  Togo. 
Central  African  Republic.  Sao 
Tome  and  Principe  and  Swaziland. 


PARIS  (Reuter).  -  Consumer  price 
inflation  in  the  leading  western  eco¬ 
nomies  stabilized  at  an  average  rate 
of  5. 1  per  cent  a  year  in  October,  the 
Organization  for  Economic  Coop¬ 
eration  and  Development  (OECD) 
said  yesterday. 

This  was  unchanged  from  the  re¬ 
vised  September  rate,  which  had 
originally  been  announced  as  five 
percent. 

Food  price  rises  were  restrained 
by  weak  international  commodity 
markets,  while  energy  prices,  espe¬ 
cially  outside  North"  America,  rose 
faster  due  to  the  strong  dollar,  the 
OECD  said.  Oil  is  priced  in  dollars. 

The  figures,  which  are  not  sea¬ 
sonally  adjusted,  also  showed  that 
monthly  inflation  in  the  24-nation 
bloc  slowed  slightly,  to  0.5  per  cent 
in  October  from  0.6  per  cent  in 
September,  but  remained  above  the 
0.3  per  cent  level  in  each  of  the 
previous  three  months. 

Among  the  seven  leading  indus¬ 
trial  nations  Italy  continued  to  have 
the  highest  annual  inflation  rate  of 
9.4  per  cent,  followed  by  France  with 
seven  per  cent,  Britain  five  per  cent, 
the  U.S.  4.2 per  cent.  Canada  3.4  per 
cent,  Japan  2.2  per  cent  and  West 
Germany  2.

Argentina’s  Grinspun  convinces  banks 


Turkish  inflation 

slows  down  in  Nov. 


ANKARA  (Reuter).  -  Turkey's 
wholesale  price  index,  the  main  in¬ 
flation  indicator,  rose  2.2  per  cent  in 
November,  down  from  2.5  per  cent 
in  October,  government  figures  pub¬ 
lished  Thursday  showed. 

The  rise  compared  with  a  4.7  per 
cent  increase  in  November  1983  and 
brought  the  year-on-year  rise  down 
to  52.5  per  cent  from  56.1  per  cent 
last  month.  The  index  figures  were 
not  given. 

The  figures,  from  the  Undersecre¬ 
tariat  for  Trade  and  Treasury,  also 
showed  inflation  in  the  first  11 
months  of  1984  to  be  44.4  per  cent. 

Prime  Minister  Turgut  Ozal  origi¬ 
nally  aimed  for  25  per  cent  inflation 
by  year-end  and  in  September  fore¬ 
cast  it  would  not  go  over  40  per  cent 


ZURICH  (Reuter).  -  Argentine 
Economy  Minister  Bernardo  Grins¬ 
pun  said  he  was  optimistic  that  com¬ 
mercial  banks  would  support  his 
country's  bid  for  a  S17.4  billion  debt 
restructuring. 

After  a  day  of  talks  with  major 
creditors,  Grinspun  told  a  news  con¬ 
ference:  ‘"The  climate  at  today's 
meeting  was  very  good.  Bankers 
asked  questions,  mainly  of  a  technic¬ 
al  nature,  but  there  was  no  sign  of 
any  apparent  reluctance.” 

The  talks  were  the  start  of  a  world 
tour  by  Argentine  officals  to  con¬ 
vince  more  than  300  creditor  banks 
to  give  Argentina  new  loans  of  S4.2 


billion  and  delay  repayment  of  just 
over  $13  billion. 

After  the  meeting,  at  which  Grins¬ 
pun  spoke  to  bankers  from  some  60 
banks  from  Switzerland.  Britain. 
Italy  and  The  Netherlands,  one 
Swiss  banker  stud:  “He  convinced 
everyone.  There  were  still  some 
questions,  but  tbe  mood  was  opti¬ 
mistic." 

Another  banker  said  he  believed 
virtually  all  banks  would  meet  a 
deadline  of  this  Wednesday  for  com¬ 
mercial  banks  to  inform  Citibank, 
the  U.S.  bank  coordinating  the 
package,  of  their  commitment  to  the 
new  loan  arrangements.

to  $78  L  . 


Soviet  industrial  output 
up  43  per  cent 

MOSCOW  (Reuter).  -  Sonnet  in¬ 
dustrial  output  for  the  first  11 
months  of  1984  was  up  4.3  per  cent 
on  the  same  period  last  year,  the 
official  Communist  Party  newspaper 
Pravda  said  last  week. 

Detailed  figures  were  not  given, 
but  Pravda  said  coal  and  oil  produc¬ 
tion  were  still  falling  short  of  plan¬ 
ned  levels,  as  was  production  of 
synthetic  fibres.-  plastics  anti  Gententi; 


LONDON  (Reuter).  -  The  High 
Court  this  week  invoked  a  medieval 
procedure  unused  for  decades  to  try 
to  force  Britain's  biggest  trade  union 
to  pay  a  big  fine. 

The  court  ordered  an  obscure  offi¬ 
cial  called  the  Queen's  Remembran¬ 
cer  to  collect  a  £200,000  ($240,000) 
fine  from  the  Transport  and  General 
Workers’  Union. 

The  office  of  the  Queen's  Remem¬ 
brancer  dates  back  to  tbe  1 1th  cen¬ 
tury  -  his  job  is  debt-collector  to  the 
crown.  Legal  experts  said  that  for 
decades  the  post  had  been  ceremo¬ 
nial. 


Resort  to  this  legal  ploy  will  en¬ 
able  tbe  courts  to  avoid  a  showdown 
over  the  union’s  £55  million  ($66m.) 
assets. 

Commentators  had  predicted  se¬ 
questration  of  these  funds  after  the 
union  ignored  a  deadline  for  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  fine,  imposed  for  defying 
a  court  order  to  end  a  strike  at 
Austin  Rover,  tbe  state-owned  car- 
makers. 

The  courts  are  already  involved  in 
a  running  legal  battle  with  the 
National  Union  of  Mineworkers, 
whose  £8.9m.  ($10.4m.)  assets  have 
been  sequestrated.

U.S.  retail  sales  rising 


WASHINGTON  (AP).  -  Retail 
sales  in  the  U.S..  bolstered  by  early 
Christmas  shoppers,  climbed  a 
strong  1. 8  per  cent  id  November,  the 
sharpest  gain  since.  April. 

The  Commerce  Department  said 
sales  hit  a  record  $110-5  billion  last 
month.  S.3  per  cent  above  the  level 

of  a  year  ago. 

The  November  increase  followed 
a  tiny  0.1  per  cent  rise  in  October, 
which  originally  had  been  reported 
as  a  0. 1  per  cent  decline. 

The  drop  in  consumer  demand 
since  July  has  been  cited  as  a  primary 
reason  for  the  sudden  slowdown  in 
economic  growth.  The  country's  tot¬ 
al  output  of  goods  and  services,  tbe 
Gross  National  Product,  grew  at  an 


annual  rate  of  only  t  .9  per  cent  in  the 
third  quarter,  after  raring  ahead  at 
an  8.6  per  cent  pace  in  the  first  Six 
months  of  rhe  year. 

Ana  list*,  however,  are  hoping 
that  a  strong  Christmas  selling  sea¬ 
son  will  help  lift  economic  growth 
back  into  a  range  of  4  per  cent  next 


year. 

The  news  on  retail  sales  was  the 
second  bright  economic  report  in  the 
past  week7The  government  on  Fri¬ 
day  said  the  civilian  unemployment 
rate  fell  to  7.2  percent  in  November, 
down  from  7.4  per  cent  in  October. 
It  was  the  sharpest  drop  since  June 
and -was  taken  as  a  sign  that  the 
recent  economic  slump  will  not  turji 
into  a  recession.

Predictions  of  recession 
remain  a  matter  of  talk 


NEW  YORK  ( AP).-  Persistent  talk 
.of  ari. economic  recession  in  the  U.S. 
is  taking  some  of  the  edge  off  Wall 
Streeters'  year-end  holiday  spirits 
this  year. 

i  It  is  still  a  minority  view  in  the 
financial  world  that  tbe  U.S.  is 
headed  for  an. “official"  recession  - 
defined  as  at  least  two  consecutive 
quarters  of  decline  in  the  gross 
national  product  after  adjustment 
for  inflation. 

And  few  analysts  are  talking  about 
the  possibility  of  anything  so  sinister 
as  the  1981-82  slump  in  business 
activity. 

But  there  has  been  some  specula¬ 
tion  that  the  slowing  of  the  U.S. 
economy  since  last  summer  might  be 
the  harbinger  of  a  rough  period 
ahead.  Most  market-watchers  agree 
the  spectre  of  that  possibility  has 
recently  had  a  chilling  effect  on  stock 
prices. 

“Most  economists  aren't  looking 
for  a  recession  in  1985,”  Standard 
and  Poor's  Corp.  noted  in  its  invest¬ 
ment  advisory  publication  The  Out¬ 
look.

the  United  States  final  starting  here 
today  could  very  well  produce  the 
best  of  dramas  and  worst  of  traumas 
to  rival  previous  thrills  in  tennis’ 
premier  team  event.

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Choices  facing  Soviet  Jews 
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Still  in  the  dark 

THE  19.5  PER  CENT  rise  in  the  consumer  price  index  for 
November  has  not  surprised  anybody.  Simple  arithmetic 
demanded  that,  prices  having  risen  in  October  by  24.3  per  cent, 
at  least  half  of  that  increase  would  be  carried  over  to  the 
average  rate  of  inflation  in  November.  The  additional  7-8  per 
cent  that  may  have  represented  accelerated  price  increases  in 
the  second  half  of  October,  as  well  as  officially  authorized  and 
unauthorized  price  increases  at  the  beginning  of  November,  is 
relatively  modest  in  comparison  with  the  inflation  fever  that 
-  raged  until  the  package  deal  was  concluded. 

The  question  that  confronts  policy-makers  now  is  not  what 
rate  of  inflation  inherited  from  October  was  reflected  in 
November’s  average  price  rise,  but  what  is  to  be  expected  for 
December.  There  is  every  indication  that  the  public  responded 
almost  instantaneously,  and  in  the  right  direction,  to  the 
changed  circumstances  under  the  package  deal. 

A  primary  result  of  that  deal  has  been  a  sharp  erosion  in  the 
real  wages  preceding  it.  which  will  be  gradually  restored  only  if 
prices  remain  stable.  This  has  pulled  down  demand  to  the  point 
where  retailers  have  quickly  gone  on  sales  campaigns,  cutting 
their  prices  on  a  wide  range  of  products  below  the  officially 
authorized  levels.  At  the  same  time,  there  has  been  no  sign  of 
an  attempt  by  the  public  to  prop  up  its  customary  consumption 
standards  by  diverting  savings  to  current  consumption.  The 
rush  into  foreign  currency  has  been  reversed;  shekel  deposits 
have  increased  sharply,  and  the  authorities  seem  to  have  been 
successful  in  recycling  huge  amounts  from  saving  schemes  that 
have  fallen  due.  In  short,  the  public  seems  to  be  saving  more  in 
the  face  of  uncertainty  and  in  response  to  relative  stability, 
however  temporary. 

Moreover,  there  is  no  sign  that  the  record  amounts  of  cash 
that  the  government  has  had  to  inject  into  the  economy  -  a 
predictable  result  of  shrinking  revenues,  in  anticipation  of 
recession,  combined  with  the  paralysis  of  the  tax  sytem  -  have 
generated  inflationary  pressures  on  the  demand  side. 

On  the  contrary,  if  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  package  deal 
have  created  new  pressures  on  the  price  level,  with  the  danger 
of  an  eruption  once  the  deal  expires,  they  have  ail  been  on  the 
cost  side.  There  are  three  causes  for  this:  the  government's 
insistence  on  continuing  to  devalue  the  currency  while  freezing 
the  shekel  prices  of  imports,  its  keeping  interest  rates  far  above 
the  level  justified  by  a  price  freeze,  and,  third,  the  continued 
rise  in  nominal  wages  -  albeit  at  half  the  rate  of  inflation  before 
the  package  deal. 

At  the  midpoint  of  the  package  deal,  it  is  now  dear  that  in  the 
face  of  these  cost  pushes,  the  current  relative  stability  could 
have  been  maintained  only  by  the  “advance"  on  price  increases 
that  producers  took,  or  were  given,  when  the  package  deal  was 
concluded. 

Official  circles  keep  on  telling  the  public  officially  -  and 
unofficially,  through  inspired  leaks  -  that  there  will  be  a  second 
round  of  the  package  deal,  and  that  it  will  be  different  from  the 
first.  But  this  difference  remains  a  secret  hidden  in  the  plethora 
of  working  papers,  position  papers,  policy  proposals,  bright 
ideas  and  nostrums  that  are  being  shuffled  across  the  desks  in 
the  Treasury,  the  Bank  of  Israel,  the  Economics  Ministry’s 
Planning  Authority  and  other  high  places. 

■  If  the  package  deal  has  demonstrated  anything,  it  is  that  the 
public  responds  rationally  to  changed  circumstances  and  that  it 
changed  its  expectations  almost  overnight.  Just  as  it  responded 
with  stabilizing  behaviour  to  a  stabilizing  policy  measure, 
however  inconsistent  and  temporary,  so  it  is  likely  to  respond 
with  a  destabilizing  attitude  to  a  new  upward  push  to  inflation  - 
which  seems  to  be  what  the  Treasury  is  most  eager  to  do  in  any 
Package  Deal  II. 

Whatever  the  solution  on  which  the  government,  with  or 
without  the  consent  of  the  Histadrut  and  private  employers, 
finally  settles,  it  cannot  and  should  not  repeat  the  last-minute 
makeshift  agreement  that  was  hammered  out  six  weeks  ago.  Six 
weeks  into  the  present  agreement  has  been  time  enough  to  tie 
up  the  loose  ends  that  dangled  from  the  edges  of  the  first 
package  deal. 

The  second  round  is  overdue.  The  public  is  entitled  to  a 
definition  of  the  rules  of  the  game,  not  for  six  weeks  or  four,  but 
for  a  year  or  two.  if  not  longer.  No  amount  of  airy  talk  about  an 
imminent  renewal  of  growth,  about  mobilizing  the  help  of  Jews 
abroad,  of  French  technology,  U.S.  emergency  aid  and  Israeli 
brainpower  will  be  of  any  use  as  long  as  economic  policy  treads 
water.  Nor  will  undefined  threats  of  hard  times  to  come. 

The  first  100  days  of  the  national  unity  government  are  over. 
The  time  limit  for  presenting  the  public  with  a  coherent 
economic  programme  has  long  gone  by.  Unless  a  clearly 
defined  policy  is  formulated  and  presented  within  a  matter  of 
days,  not  weeks,  the  end  of  the  present  package  deal  may  well 
signal  a  replay  of  the  inflation  fever  and  the  rush  into  foreign 
currency  that  preceded  it.

DRIVE  CAREFULLY 

BETTER  TO  BE  LATE 
THAN  THE  LATE 


INFORMATION  about  Soviet  Jew¬ 
ry  reaches  the  world  outside  the 
USSR  from  two  sources.  The  first  is 
the  official  one:  the  so  called  “offi¬ 
cial  Jews,**  who  include  Gen.  Dra- 
gunsky.  the  editor  of  Liiemumaya 
Gazeta.  A.  Chakovsky  and  the  like. 
Most  of  them,  now  organized  for  the 
sake  of  convenience,  into  the  Anti- 
Zionist  Committee,  are  very  active 
in  explaining  to  the  West  the  situa¬ 
tion  of  Soviet  Jews.  Aliya  activists, 
those  trying  to  emigrate  and  those 
who  have  already  arrived  in  Israel  or 
the  West,  constitute  the  second 
source  of  information. 

Information  coming  from  the  first 
source  speaks  about  the  complete 
equality  enjoyed  by  Jews  in  the 
USSR;’ about  the  absence  of  anti- 
Semitism;  about  the  loyalty  felt  by 
Soviet  Jews  to  their  socialist  home¬ 
land...  Such  information  is  not  just 
rejected  outside  the  USSR:  it  is 
not  perceived  at  all. 

Even  though  we  tend  not  to  take 
seriously  any  information  on  Soviet 
Jewry  that  comes  from  official 
sources,  we  are  apt.  on  the  other 
hand,  to  accept  without  reserve  all 
information  coming  bom  aliya  activ¬ 
ists.  those  fighting  for  national  reviv¬ 
al,  and  Soviet  Jews  who  have  come 
to  Israel  or  the  West.  Again,  at  first 
glance,  this  information  seems  abso¬ 
lutely  true,  and  at  some  stage  it  is 
confirmed  by  concrete  facts. 

The  point  is,  though,  that  this 
information  is  true  and  valid  only 
insofar  as  it  relates  to  that  part  of 
Soviet  Jewry  which  has  been  fighting 
for  emigration,  for  a  revival  of 
national  life  and  national  culture.  It 
applies  especially  to  the  vanguard  of 
the  aliya  activists  and  refuseniks 
from  whom  this  information  is  most 
often  received  outside  the  USSR. 

However,  the  most  important 
characteristic  of  Soviet  Jewry  is  the 
deep  abyss  that  separates  its  three 
main  groups:  the  active  assimilation- 
ists.  the  main  mass  of  Soviet  Jewry 
and,  at  the  other  end  of  the  spec¬ 
trum,  the  fighters  for  national  reviv¬ 
al  and  emigration.  These  three 
groups  are  practically  isolated  from 
one  another,  and  there  is  no  interac¬ 
tion  between  them.  - 

It  would  seem  only  natural  for  an 
active  assimilationist  to  do  all  be 
could  to  avoid  contacts  with  his 
brethren,  no  matter  what  category 
they  belong  to.  However,  the  abyss 
is  no  less  deep  between  the  aliya 
activists  and  refuseniks,  on  one 
hand,  and  the  main  mass  of  Soviet 
Jewry,  on  the  other. 

The  activists  and  the  refuseniks 
five  by  norms  and  standards  that,  to  a 
significant  degree,  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  norms  and  standards  of 
Soviet  society.  Their  homes  are  de¬ 
corated  with  Israeli  and  Jewish  sym¬ 
bols.  they  live  by  the  Jewish  calen¬ 
dar,  and  celebrate  Jewish  and  Israeli 
holidays,  but  not  Soviet  holidays. 
Many  of  them  speak  Hebrew  and 
even  have  Israeli  citizenship.  Their 
homes  are,  in  fact,  small  Israeli  en¬ 
claves  in  the  vicinity  of  Moscow, 
Leningrad,  Kiev  and  other  towns. 

AN  ORDINARY  Soviet  Jew.  one 
representative  of  the  main  mass  of 
Soviet  Jewry,  is  far  removed  from  all 
this.  Moreover,  he  simply  cannot 
afford  to  maintain  contacts  with  any 
activist  refuseniks  for  fear  of  KGB 
repression.  It  is  not  surprising, 
therefore,  that  except  for  rare  excep¬ 
tions,  new  people  appear  in  the 
homes  of  refuseniks  only  after  they 
themselves  have  derided  to  •emi¬ 
grate.  The  activists-refuseniks  are

well  aware  of  the  fact  that  for  a  loyal 
citizen,  contacts  with  them  could  be 

fraught  with  serious  trouble. 

Refuseniks  are  extremely  careful, 
even  in  their  contacts  with  close 
relatives  who  do  not  wish  to  emi¬ 
grate.  If  sucb  relatives  do  not  exist, 
then  activist-refuseniks  cut  them¬ 
selves  off  completely  from  the  main 
body  of  Soviet  Jewry  and  confine 
themselves  in  their  own  narrow  cir¬ 
cle.  They  are  even  proud  of  this, 
stressing  that  while  staying  in  the 
USSR,  they  are,  m  fact,  living,  in 
Israel  (or  the  U.S.). 

While  doing  so.  however,  they 
easily  generalize,  applying  to  the 
whole  of  Soviet  Jewry  both  the  rep¬ 
ression  and  restrictions  to  which  they 
are  being  subjected,  as  open  ene¬ 
mies  of  the  Soviet  regime  and  “semi¬ 


compared  to  other  groups.  What 
then  is  the  real  picture  of  what  is 
happening  in  the  USSR? 

SINCE  1977  the  Soviet  regime  has 
turned  towards  a  systematic  and 
planned  effort  to  destroy  everything 
that  is  called  “dissent”  in  the  West 
and  “anti-Soviet  activities"  in  the 
USSR.  National,  religious  and  hu¬ 
man  rights  movements  were  sup¬ 
pressed.  Practically  all  the  active 
dissidents,  including  the  once  “un¬ 
touchable”  academician  Andrei 
Sakharov,  gradually  found  them¬ 
selves  in  prison,  camp  or  in  exfle. 
The  Jewish  movement,  however, 
suffered  less  than,  the  other  move¬ 
ments.  Moreover,  emigration  grew 
sharply,  reaching  its  highest  point  in 
1979. 


against  the  background  of  rhetoric 
calling  for  "saving  Soviet  Jewiy.”  It 
is.  no  doubt,  much  easier  to  prophe¬ 
sy  about  forthcoming  deportation, 
and  it  is  much  easier  to  call  for  the 
liberation  of  millions  than  to  provide 
concrete  and  effective  help  to  Ler- 
□er,  Kosharovsky.  SJepak.  Brailovs¬ 
ky  and  the  thousands  of  others. 

LET  US.  however,  go  back  to  the 
typical  representative  of  the  Jewish 
masses,  a  law-abiding.  loyal  citizen 
living  in  accordance  with  the  norms 
and  standards  of  Soviet  reality.  The 
situation  these  people  are  in  differs 
considerably  from  that  of  those  who 
are  trying  to  emigrate,  and  it  is,  of 
course,  very  different  from  that  of 
the  activist  refusenik. 

In  their  way  of  life  ordinary  Soviet

foreigners.”  and  also  their  feelings 
and  their  interpretation  of  anti- 
Semitism  as  the  threat  of  a  close, 
almost  physical  reprisal. 

In  their  world,  of  course,  someone 
is  always  being  arrested.  Homes  are 
searched,  and  people  are  called  in 
for  questioning.  Somebody  is  always 
being  threatened,  somebody  is  con¬ 
stantly  being  harassed.  And  all  of 
them  are  subjected  to  torture  by 
time  -  the  denial  of  the  right  to 
emigrate  for  an  undefined  period. 
Some  of  them  do  not  live  to  see  their 
relatives  and  friends  again.  Itis  natu¬ 
ral  that  they  cannot  escape  the  feel¬ 
ing  that  clouds  have  gathered  above 
their  heads .  that  a  pogrom  may  come 
tomorrow  or  the  day  after.  Such 
feelings  are  typical  of  all  the  activ¬ 
ists.  When  they  leave,  they  take  this 
feeling  of  a  pogrom  being  imminent 
with  them. 

An  emotional,  and  sometimes 
nearly  hysterical,  perception  of  the 
situation  does  not,  however,  ade¬ 
quately  reflect  the  events  taking 
place  in  the  USSR.  The  now  preva¬ 
lent  view  of  a  sharp  intensification  in 
Soviet  anti-Semitism,  of  a  nearly 
pre-pogrom  situation  in  the  USSR  is 
a  characteristic  example  of  their  in¬ 
correct  evaluation  of  the  situation. 

-  It  seems  that  there  are  enough 
grounds  to  support  such  ah  evalua¬ 
tion:  the  arrests,  the  searches,  the 
intimidation  of  activists  are  all  a 
continuous  process.  The  Soviet  mass 
media  continue  their  anti-Israeli  cam¬ 
paign,  just  as  they  did  in  the  past,  and 
all  kinds  of  libellous  lampoons  are 
being  published  in  thousands  of 
copies.  But  let  us  set  aside  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  whether  there  is  anything  new 
in  these  phenomena  and  whether 
they  present  more  of  a  threat  today 
than  they  did  in  1970, 1973  or  1977. 

The  really  important  question  is 
whether  they  do  indeed  reflect  a 
sharp  intensification  of  anti- 
Semitism  in  the  USSR.  According 
to  its  proper  definition,  “anti- 
Semitism”  means  a  selective 
persecution  of  Jews  as  such,  when

How  can  this  be  explained?  The 
Soviet  authorities  were  well  aware  of 
the  difference  between  the  Jewish 
movement  for  emigration  and  the 
other  national  movements  or  the 
human  rights  movement.  They 
thought  it  best  to  allow  the  vast 
majority  of  those  who  had  already 
applied  for  emigration  to  leave, 
while  treating  those  who  remained  in 
the  USSR  according  to  the  new 
policy  line. 

By  1982  the  wave  of  repression 
reached  the  Jewish  activists,  who 
became  yet  another  victim  of  the 
change  in  the  internal  situation  in  the 
USSR.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  ex¬ 
tremely  important  to  take  into 
account  the  fact  that  the  Soviet  au¬ 
thorities  did  not  actually  stop  the 
mechanism  of  emigration.  The 
Ovir  offices  still  accept  applica¬ 
tions  to  emigrate  to  Israel,  etc. 

The  brunt  of  the.  repression  is 
directed  against  the  active  struggle 
for  emigration,  but  not  against 
emigration  as  such.  The  Soviet  au¬ 
thorities  obviously  want  to  have  the 
emigration  process  under  their  com¬ 
plete  control,  but  there  are  no  signs 
whatsoever  to  indicate  that  they  in¬ 
tend  to  pnt  an  end  to  the  possibility 
of  leaving  the  country.  The  present 
decline  in  emigration  3£€ii&i  rather  ■ 
a  tactical  move  of  the  Soviet  author¬ 
ities  in  their  games  with-  the  U.S. 
administration. 

This  of  coarse,  does  not  much 
affect  those  already  in  prison  or  a 
camp  or  .those  who  have  been  wait¬ 
ing  for  an  exit  visa  for  years.  It  is  here 
that  there  is  a  concrete  and  most 
important  job  to  be  done  -  the  task 
of  helping  those  subjected  to  repres¬ 
sion  and  persecution  and  those  who 
have  been  fighting  for  ten  years  and 
more  for  their  right'  to  leave  the 
country. 

There  are  many  direct  and  indirect 
ways  of  helping  these  people  or,  at 
least,  of  easing  their  fate,  but  this 
task  of  primary  importance  gets  lost 
and  sounds  small  and  insignificant 


Jews  do  not  at  ad  differ  from  regular 
Soviet  citizens.  They  are  concerned 
with  the  problems  of  everyday  life; 
they  are  not  connected  in  any  way 
with  the  world  ontside  the  USSR. 
They  do  not  meet  with  foreigners, 
and  they  also  do  not  have  anything  to 
do  with  KGB.  They  also  see  anti- 
Semitism  in  a  different  light. 

For  the  vast  majority  of  Soviet 
Jews,  anti-Semitism  is  a  routine 
occurrence;  it  is  a  norm  of  life.  These 
people  were  bom  and  grew  up  with 
the  realization  that  they  are  Jews  and 
therefore  not  everything  in  life  is 
accessible  to  them.  Moreover,  they 
know  that  the  system  of  restrictions 
can  be  by-passed.  From  childhood 
they  learn  the  art  of  doing  this,  and 
when  they  reach  their  youth,  it  even 
attracts  them  in  some  way. 

However,  at  a  mature  age  every 
Jew  begins  to  realize  that  only  insig¬ 
nificant  obstacles  can  be  overcome, 
that  he  will  have  to  take  up  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  position  for  the  rest  of  his 
life  arid  that  he  mail  never  be  able  to 
achieve  the  things  which,  in  his  opin¬ 
ion,  he  really  deserves.  Such  a  per¬ 
son  percei  ves  anti-Semitism  as  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  restrictions  and  a  system  of 
exploitation.  * 

As  for  anti-Israeli  and,  indirectly, 
anti-Serhificpropagarida,  if  certainly 
annoys  him,  but  itis  not  perceived  by 
him  as  a  direct  threat.  This  happens, 
first  of  all,  because  he  does  not  relate 
to  this  propaganda  as  something  that 
concerns  him  personally,  life  has 
confirmed  that  he  is  right.  Since 
Stalin’s  death  and  since  the  infamous 
“Doctors’  Hot.”  there  has.  not  been 
any  open  persecution  ofa  mass  char¬

This  year  more  than  ever,  your  help  is  needed

and  insults.  Not  everyone  perceives 
this  situation  as  something  that  goes 
without  saying.  Many  react  to  it  with 
deeply  felt  dissatisfaction  and  in¬ 
dignation. 

This  can  explain  why,  when  in  the 
beginning  of  the  1970s  Zionist  activ¬ 
ists  opened  the  path  for  emigration, 
tens  of  thousands  of  people  who 
never  even  thought  about  moving  to 
Israel,  the  U-S-  or  any  other  coun¬ 
try.  headed  for  the  Ovir  offices  to 
ask  foremigration  permits.  No  mat¬ 
ter  what  they  said  at  that  time,  many 
of  them  were  not  trying  so  much  to 
become  Israelis,  Americans  or  any¬ 
thing  else.  but  were  trying  to  express 
their  protest,  to  spit  in  the  face  of  the 
existing  regime.  At  the  same  time, 
they  did  hope  to  reach  a  land  where 
they  could  find  harmony  and  certain¬ 
ty,  while  remaining  themselves. 
Have  their  hopes  been  fulfilled? 

ALREADY  by  the  mid-Seventies. 
at  the  very  height  of  mass  emigra¬ 
tion.  there  was  a  virtual  avalanche  of 
letters  from  Israel  to  the  USSR, 
most  of  them  expressing  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  and  disappointment.  What  most 
impressed  ordinary  Soviet  Jews  was 
the  mass  re-emigration  of  former  * 
Soviet  citizens  from  Israel. 

The  “second  time"  emigrants  in¬ 
cluded  representatives  of  all  profes¬ 
sions.  all  ages,  former  residents  of  all 
Soviet  republics  and  cities.  And 
when  Soviet  Jews  heard  that  “half  a 
million  Israelis"  bom  in  Israel  had 
left  the  country,  or  that  somewhere 
in  Los  Angeles,  there  were  “more 
Israelis  than  in  Rehovot."  many  of 
them  became  convinced  that  Israel 
was  not  the  country  where  one 
should  be  going. 

It  did  not  matter  how  informed  he 
was  about  the  details  of  living  in 
Israel.  It  is  difficult,  in  any  case,  to 
imagine  a  person  who  would  wish  to 
move  to  a  house  whose  residents  are 
running  away  in  all  directions. 

•  Of  course,  there  is  always  Amer-j:# 
ica,  but  everyone  in  the  USSR 
knows  that  only  the  young,  the 
strong  and  those  not  burdened  by 
serious  problems  can  make  it  to 
America.  America  remains  as  in¬ 
accessible  as  it  is  tempting. 

A  popular  opinion  today  among 
Soviet  Jews  is  that  emigration  mere¬ 
ly  means  exchanging  one  set  of  prob¬ 
lems  for  another,  with  the  new  prob- 
.  leiris  being  no  less  grave  and  serious. 
Today  the  average  Soviet  Jew  is 
likely  to  come  to  the^conclusion  that 
emigration  is  not  a  game  worth  such 
high  stakes. 

What  are  the  masses  of  Jews  wait¬ 
ing  for?  What  does  the  average 
Soviet  Jew  hope  for?  Today  he  is 
equally  a  long  way  off  both  from  the.* 
intention  to  become  assimilated  nd 
matter  what,  and  from  the.  intention 
to  emigrate  from  the  USSR  no  mat¬ 
ter  how.  He  has  before  bim  the  bitter 
experience  of  assimilation:  the  tens 
of  thousands  of  Jewish  Communists 
who  were  shot  or  who  perished  in 
prisons  and  camps,  patriots  of  their 
socialist  ,  homeland  who  cut  all  ties 
with  Jewishness  but  who  were  subse¬ 
quently  “unmasked"  as  “enemies  of 
the  people.”  “cosmopolitans"  and 
spies. 

On  the  other  hand,  be  sees  the 
difficult  life  of  emigrants,  his  erst¬ 
while  friends  and  acquaintances  who 
have  scattered  all  around  the  world, 
seeking  a  place  under  the  sunJ 
Today 'the  Soviet  Jew  is  passive,  he  is 
waiting  and  going  with  the  stream. 

As  far  as  his  preferences  are  con¬ 
cerned,  the  experience  of  both  re¬ 
cent  and  distant  past  teUs  him  that  it 
would  be  best  for  bim  to  remain  wha*r 
he  is,  a  Russian  Jew. 

Perhaps  be  would  like  to  see,  as 
best  for  him,  the  democratization  of 
Soviet  society,  the  end  of  anti- 
Semitism  as  an  expression  of  state 
policy,  the  improvement  of  the  eco¬ 
nomic  situation  and,  as  a  result  of  all 
this,  the  restoration  of  Jewish  life  in 
the  USSR,  at  least  to  some  extent. 

The  tragedy  of  Soviet  Jewry  lies, 
however,  in  the  fact  that  it  is  not  in 
control  of  its  own  fate.  Its  fate  is 
being  decided  behind  its  back.
